BD: How do you 
identify yourself— 
interior designer, in- 
terior decorator, 
space planner? 

MB: I’m all of those 
things, but I like to think of myself 
as just an old-fashioned decorator, be- 
cause when I was growing up, I was 
very much weaned by the Syrie 
Maughams and the Elsie de Wolfes of 
the time. When we went to school in 
the 50s, we talked about design; but 
we thought a lot more about decorat- 
ing. Today there’s a much greater em- 
phasis on design. 

BD: Isn't decoration design as well? 
MB: It is, but today, students learn a 
great deal more about coping with the 
interior structures of buildings than 
decorating them. In the old days, when 
buildings were built, architects put in 
all of the embellishments—moldings, 
fancy windows, pediments, etc. Today, 
when one gets an apartment, it’s de- 
void of any embellishment. So, you 
have to start from the bottom. 

BD: Let’s say a couple comes to you 
without any possessions. And, let’s 
complicate it—they have a limited 
budget—more taste than funds. What 
should they do? 

MB: They think about long-term plan- 
ning—working over a period of years. 
There’s no such thing as decorating a 
room in six weeks or six months and 
saying it’s finished, because no room 
is ever finished. Rooms should always 
be growing. 

BD: Where do you actually begin? A

Most people spend more time there) 
than they realize. If you come home 
from a tough day at the office, you 
want a very cheerful apartment—and 
a pretty bedroom. 

BD: What's the ideal bedroom for you? 
MB: It must have a large, comfortable 
bed. I personally feel there’s nothing 
nicer than a canopy bed. Waking up| 
in a big king-size bed in the middle 
of a room makes you feel as though 
you re in the middle of nowhere. Wak- 
ing up inside a canopy bed makes you 
feel—not back to the womb—but cozy. 
BD: Are there desks or dining areas 
in your bedrooms? 

MB: There haven’t been any dining 
areas to date, but there usually is a 
sofa in a bay window, where one could 
have breakfast and perhaps entertain. 

BD: Have you given up on dining 
rooms? Do you think they’re relevant? 
MB: I think if you have the space, 
they're wonderful, but a dining room 
is a great luxury today. A lot of people 
are turning dining rooms into dining- 
libraries or sitting rooms. I think it’s 
a very good idea because a room just 
for dining is a waste of space. 

BD: Lots of decorators have given up 
on curtains. They think of them as dif- 
ficult to maintain and belonging to 
another period. Are you one of those? 

MB: No, I think curtains are very im- 
portant. They’re really architectural el- 


| ements. For example, if a room doesn’t 


have moldings—it’s a pure, square 
box—curtains help soften that space. 
I hate to tell you this, but people wha 
weren't using curtains are finding out 
a lot about drafts and cold. With the 
energy shortage, curtains will be com- 
ing back. In the same way, color has 
suddenly come back. A lot of interiors 
are being done with pastel furnishings. 
The white, black and gray room is be- 
coming a thing of the past. 

BD: In summary, what are the hall- 
marks of a Mario Buatta room? 

MB: Id really like to think that the 
room doesn’t look as if I did it. I like 
to think it looks personal, as though 
the people who live there did it—with 
some help. 

BD: There are some recurring themes. 
MB: Well, I would say color. I like to 
use lots of colors that are pleasing to 
the eye. I work on getting them ta 
blend so that the room feels as if you're 
looking out into a garden and seeing 
lots of things happening at one time— 
no discordant notes. Comfort is impor- 
tant, too. I'm a great advocate of rooms 
that look as though you just want to 
sit down the minute you walk in. And 
certainly, it’s important for it to reflect 
the personality of a client.

He named it “Our 

New Thread” or “O.N.T.” In 1952, the Clark Co. merged 

with J. & P. Coats, another thread company. Coats & Clark 

kept the letters O.N.T., even though the “new” thread 
was more than 100 years old. 

You have a spool cabinet which was used in the stores 
to display the thread. These display cabinets have been 
popular since Victorian times. Collectors now use them 
as end tables. The value is about $250 or more for cabinets 
in good condition with original red glass drawer fronts.

It was a very popular form of silver 
plate. The pitcher kept ice and water 
cold with the help of a double insu-§ 
lating wall. Today most people are us- 
ing the pots for hot coffee. A pitcher 
with the silver plate intact, along with 
an elaborate stand and goblets that 
should accompany it, sells from $25C 
to $350. 


I have many. pieces, including 
goblets and bowls, of a pressed 
glass pattern called Paneled 
Grape. Can you give me some history?

A. Paneled Grape is a pat- 
tern of pressed glass that!

The gold edging 
is a type of decal and it is not hand- 
painted. The value would be from $30 
to $40.8

It is hoped that the new law, the 
Household Goods Transportation Act 
of 1980, will promote greater compe- 
tition by granting movers flexibility 
when pricing their services, reducing 
paperwork and offering new services 
to the consumer. Whether the law will 
work to your advantage depends on 
how carefully you choose a mover.

Don’t leave it until moving day 
or you will face extra service charges. 
@ When scheduling your move, bein 
flexible can also save you money. Pr¢ 
viding your mover with a range of day 
for pickup and delivery will cost les 
than if you require a fixed, guarantee 
date. If you should require guarantee 
dates, try to get a payment-for-failur 
to-perform clause in your contract, a4 
other option under the new law. 

When getting an estimate, show thi 
mover’s representative everything thé 
you will be taking along. Failure to d 
so will lead to extra charges later. Not 
To get a binding estimate, you ma 
have to pay a fee. The advantage :

with other movers possible. 

To save transportation costs, you als 
have the option of limiting the mover 
liability to 60 cents per pound. Thi 
is not advisable, however, unless yo 
have other insurance to compensat 
for any loss or damage.

o glare, no shadows, controlled light all around the 
face—that’s what you want for the best makeup light 
ing,’ says Pablo Manzoni, one of the country’s top make 
up consultants. The ideal makeup mirror, according t¢ 
Mr. Manzoni, has lights that totally surround the face and aré« 
controlled by two switches—one for the top and bottom lights 


and one for the side lights. This allow 
you to apply makeup using full illu 
mination (stand at a slight distance 
from the mirror to eliminate shadow 
and to get a general impression), anc 
then to get a closer look by turnin 
off the top and bottom lights. 

Any good mirror will have a silve: 
backing, and that’s crucial for the re 
flection of true skin tones. To test ; 
mirror’s quality, Mr. Manzoni suggest 
placing your fist next to the glass ang

comparing the color tones. “This way 
you will know if the mirror is telling 
you the truth,” he says. In cheaper mir 
rors, your skin will have a greenisl 
tinge, for which you might overcom) 
pensate with too much blush. “The 
only time you should apply more ex 
treme makeup is at night,” he asserts 
“The artificial light will tend to eat uy 
your daytime makeup.” 

Because the average apartmen 
medicine chest mirror is not of very 
high quality, Mr. Manzoni recommend.

a lifesize reflection on one side and 
3x magnification on the other. “Really 
if you have 20-20 vision, the magnifil 
cation isn’t necessary, but it’s very use| 
ful for tweezing eyebrows.

TJ hen 12 New York City 
mothers asked them- 
selves how they could 

raise money for their children’s 
school, they hit upon an old-time 
idea: raffling off a handmade 
quilt. ‘“‘None of us had ever 
quilted before,” says Linda 
Cross, a designer, ‘“‘and a lot of 
us had jobs. We had to find an 
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easy, flexible way to rework the 
quilting bee.” Their solution: de- 
signing the quilt in squares so 
each quilter could work with the 
group—or alone on her own 
lunch hour. The overall pattern 
was worked out as a group, the 
fabric bought en masse. But 
when it came to the individual 
squares, each woman could

To create this Spanish marvel, com-

The fruits can be to your taste, too. 
Lemon and orange are basic to the 
Spanish original, although in Spain 
they often add other fruits. Thus, a san- 
gria can be any combination of: seeded 
orange, lemon and grapefruit sections; 
seedless grapes; thin wedges of peeled 
apples and pears; melon balls; sliced 
peaches, bananas and strawberries. Ki- 
wis add exotic flavor. So do mangoes. 
After you've added the fruits, put the 
mixture in the refrigerator to chill. Just 
before serving, add club soda (4 ounces 
or more, depending on taste and how 
much you want to dilute the wine). 
Makes 8 to 9 servings. 

SOME VARIATIONS ON SANGRIA 

The Spaniards like to keep sangria 
simple. We tend to look for variations. 
Brandy, for example, can be replaced 
with Cointreau, Triple Sec or any other 
fruit liqueur. Club soda can be omitted 
or sparkling wine added to the still 
wine in its place. 

In Spain, the best sangrias are made 
with Rioja, the fine red wine of the 
north. In this country, too, Rioja is of- 
ten the wine of sangria. But it can just 
as well be any other red wine. If yours 
is a large party, the most economical 
wine is a large bottle, a magnum, for 
instance, which is a double bottle.

Among those from California that I 
highly recommend are Sonoma Vine- 
yards Table Red, Christian Brothers 
Burgundy, Fetzer Premium Red and 
San Martin Burgundy. 

To do the Spaniards one better using 
their own wines, substitute sherry for 
table wine. Into a large bowl thinly 
slice four seeded oranges, three seeded 
lemons, one peach. Add one cubed ap- 
ple, one cup Spanish sherry, one cup 
brandy and sugar to taste; stir gently 
to mix. Let mixture steep about two 


hours. Just before serving, add ice and 
five bottles sparkling wine. Stir gently. 
Makes 25 servings. 
SINGLE SERVING 

On the other hand, you may want 
a glass—not a pitcher or bowl—of san- 
gria. For a single serving, place two 
ice cubes in a large wineglass and add 
three ounces red wine, three table- 
spoons orange juice, one teaspoon lem- 
on juice, a quartered orange slice, 
slices of one or two fruits of your 
choice, sugar to taste and club soda. 


Try making sangria 
with either red 
or white wine 


While sangria is traditionally red, tra- 
ditions are not laws. For a white san- 
gria, simply substitute white wine for 
red. To keep it golden colored, add 
only light-shaded fruits. 

AN APERITIF VERSION 

Recently, when I was visiting Bar- 
dolino along the shores of northern It- 
aly’s Lake Garda, Contessa Maria 
Christina Rizzardi of G. Rizzardi vine- 
yards concocted an aperitif version of 
sangria to serve us before lunch. She 
calls it San Pietro Primavera and to 
make it, she mixes San Pietro, a dry 
white wine from her family’s vine- 
yards, which is now available in the 
United States, with a small amount of 
cold water to taste. She then adds 
strawberries and long curls of lemon 
peel, and serves it frosty cold from a 
cut crystal pitcher. How refreshing it 
was, with the perky taste of lemon lac- 
ing through the wine. Accompanied by 
a crock of paté, a platter of sausages 
and a large basket of homemade 
breads, including the Contessa’s own 
rosemary bread, it was the perfect 
opener on a balmy day. In summer, 
Contessa Rizzardi serves San Pietro Es- 
tivo, a drink she makes with San Pietro 
white wine, lemon peel, thin slices of 
cucumber and fresh mint.

A Classic 
Wine Rack 


Although it’s not as essen- 
tial as a corkscrew, a good 
wine rack is one of the most 
useful items a wine drinker 
can own. Whether you need 
a place to keep a few bottles 
on hand. for unexpected 
guests or a convenient way 
to organize a substantial 
wine collection, a well-de- 
signed wine rack offers the 
best solution. 

Why? All table wines stop- 
pered with a cork should be 
stored on their sides to keep 
the bottom of the cork wet. 
This keeps the cork from 
drying out and letting air in, 
which eventually causes the 
wine to spoil. It’s difficult to 
store wines on their sides on 


flat shelves; since bottles are 


round, they roll around. 
Wine racks with individual 
bottle slots are the only way 
to store wines conveniently, 
so that you can get at the 
one you want without dis- 
turbing all the others. 

Scores of different wine 
rack designs are on the mar- 
ket now, but most of them 
seem to be designed with ev- 
erything but wine in mind. 
Some don’t hold the bottle 
level; others hold only one 
bottle size; still others are 
unsteady when filled with 
wines. Many cost more per 
bottle slot than what most 
people pay for the bottle

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MENU SUGGESTION: Serve broccoli with beurre blanc as a first 
course, followed by swordfish and a carrot salad. Accompany this 
with a full-bodied, dry white wine. For dessert, serve sherbet 
with homemade cookies. Recipes serve 4. 


Broccoli With Beurre Blanc 


1 large bunch broccoli 
Salt and pepper, to taste 


Beurre blanc: 
3 tablespoons finely minced shallots 
1/2 cup tarragon vinegar or white wine vinegar 
2 sticks unsalted butter, softened 


1. To make beurre blanc: In small, heavy saucepan, simmer 
shallots in vinegar 10 minutes. Strain liquid and reserve 
in saucepan—you should have about 1/3 cup liquid. When 
slightly cooled, rapidly whisk in butter, tablespoon by ta- 
blespoon, until mixture is the consistency of thin mayon- 
naise. Keep warm over warm water. Do not reheat. 

2. Cut broccoli into flowerets, leaving stems long. Pare skin 
from stems. 

3. In large saucepan, bring 1 cup water to boil. Place broccoli 
on rack (water should not reach level of broccoli) in sauce- 
pan. Cover; turn heat to high. Steam broccoli 3 to 5 minutes 
until tender but not overcooked. Remove from heat. Season. 


Swordfish With Lime and Ginger 


2 pounds swordfish, cut 1 inch thick 
4 tablespoons butter, melted 
Juice of 2 limes 
1 teaspoon freshly grated gingerroot 
Salt and pepper, to taste 
Garnish: Lime wedges

woolsey. If you plan to use the quilt on your bed, Ms. Co1 
coran says, “If it shows wear when you buy it, it will soo} 
be in shreds. If you buy a quilt to hang it up, you ca 
get away with one that has some wear.” 

Workmanship is also important. The smaller and mor 
even the stitches, the better the work, with 11 stitches pe 
inch considered very fine stitching. If a piece is quilte 
or appliquéd by machine, its value is considerably less. 

Age also affects worth, though age alone does not nec 
essarily make a quilt valuable. Dating a quilt can be difficul 
even for the expert who notes the period in which th 
fabrics were made and the construction. Even then, th 
date will be approximate and by quarter centuries. Remerm 
ber, too, that wear is a poor indicator of age—a quilt mad 
in 1950, used every day, may look very old. 

Beginning collectors should buy from a reputable deale; 
Bargains can be found at flea markets or auctions, but yo 
must know what you're doing. Never bid at auction unles 
you have examined the quilt. 

Quilts can range from under $100 to as high as $8,00 
for a spectacular Baltimore Album quilt, but many are avai 
able in the $200 to $800 range. Silk and velvet quilts, whic 
include the crazy quilts of the 1870s and ’80s, can cos 
as much as $2,500. Quilts from the 1920s and °30s are pler 
tiful and have distinctive colors: soft pinks, blues and lay 
enders, and minty greens. They are less expensive than eaj 
lier quilts, ranging from $100 to $400. 

Expensive and very collectible, Amish and Mennonit 
quilts are readily identified. Quilts made by the Pennsylvani 
Amish are almost always variations of four simple geometri 
patterns: central diamond, bars, sunshine and shadow, an 
sawtooth. Pieced either in vivid solids with black or dar 
green for contrast, or in soft, muted shades of dark red 
browns or mauve, they have large areas of solid color. Thi 
quilts of the Midwestern Amish have smaller blocks of colc 
and more intricate designs—patterns like Bow-Tie, Ocea 
Waves, and Hearts and Gizzards. 

Mennonite quilts resemble Amish ones in their vivid c¢ 
lorings, but are distinguished by their use of appliqués < 
well as white and printed calicoes. 

Before 1930, Amish quilts were made of wools or cotto 
sateen, usually hand-dyed; by the 1930s and °40s, they wer 
often made of synthetics, and these late quilts sell toda 
for less than the earlier ones, which range from $1,500 t 
$5,000. Their value is not necessarily affected if the to 
has been pieced—sewn together—by machine, accordin 
to Blanche Greenstein, of Thomas K. Woodard, the Ney 
York shop, since by the 1860s and ’70s, sewing machine 
were in use. i 

Highly desirable because their size makes them perfec 
for wall hangings, crib quilts may cost more than a com 
parable full-sized quilt. As a child’s quilt was subjected t 
repeated washings, fewer of them remain. Be on the lookot 
for full-sized quilts that have been cut down: The proportio 
will be wrong, and if the quilt has been rebound, the colo 
of the binding will be off. 

One way to hang a quilt is to sew a cotton sleeve o 
the back, and slip a wooden rod through it, hanging th 
rod on picture hangers or hooks. Even better is to attac) 
Velcro to sleeves or a backing on all four sides. .ittach th 
Velcro strips for mounting either directly to the wall c 
on a wooden stretcher. Silk and velvet quilts should b 
hung behind glass or Plexiglas. Never hang any quilt i 
direct sunlight or fluorescent light. 

The best way to store a lightweight quilt is to roll 


rer a cardboard tube covered with 
id-free paper. If it’s too heavy, fold 
loosely and wrap in a clean, deter- 
nt-free pillowcase or sheet, not a 
astic bag. Take it out and refold it 
ery few months. 

Washing or cleaning a valuable an- 
que quilt should be done by a textile 
mservator. To do it yourself, test each 
bric separately. If none bleed, wash 
ith a special soap such as Orvus WA 
iste or Woolite in the bathtub, being 
re to rinse well. Dry it on thick tow- 
; or mattress pads, if possible, on the 
ass. If you must dry it inside, fans 
owing across it will help, after it has 
en rolled in towels. 

Because repairing a quilt by hand 
quires skill and time, restoration is 
pensive. If you already own a quilt 
poor condition, it probably doesn’t 
y to have it restored unless it is very 
luable or needs only a little work. 
stead, put a damaged quilt where 
can be seen but will get no wear. 
a quilt has small worn areas, a re- 
rer can cover them with nylon net-

Easy-care, drought-resistant plants and 
tips on keeping your garden cool 


By KEN DRUSE 


July is “flower 
month’’—the 
time when gar- 
den perennials 
put on their fin- 
est show. For 
gardeners, 
keeping the 
garden cool in 
hot, dry weath- 
er takes prece- 
dence. Mulch- 
ing the flower 
bed is the major hot-weather defense. 
A friend of mine has an all-in-one gar- 
dening idea. He never feeds his flow- 
ering plants. Instead, he feeds his lawn 
regularly with a 20-20-20 fertilizer and 
top-dresses the flower border with 
grass clippings every time he mows. 
The decomposing nutrition-rich lawn 
clippings not only provide food for the 
flowers, but also form a mulch that 
conserves moisture and keeps plants’ 


roots cool. 
S to feed roses (roses fed in August 
will produce growth, which might 
be injured by frost). @ Fill gaps in the 
flower border with annuals from the 
garden center. @ Removing the little 
side buds on dahlias will create huge 
blossoms from central buds. @ Cut 
back delphinium flower spikes after 
bloom by two thirds to get extra fall 
flowers. ® Cut bachelor’s buttons back 
by 6 inches to force new flowers. 
@ Provide stakes for any perennials 
that are bending. @ Poppy plants dis- 
appear at this time—don’t panic, 
they'll be back. @ Sow seeds of bien- 
nials for next year’s bloom. @ Divide 
and replant iris. @ Melons are hungry 
for fertilizer so feed, feed, feed. 
®@ Short-season corn varieties can be

that will perform for you. Hybridize 
varieties of wild plants have a rang 
of flower colors, more attractive plat 
shapes and forms, and still retain tk 
tenacious behavior of nonhybrids.

Tells You How to Use Them With Style 


What's. the 
secret of a 
well-acces- 
sorized 
room? 
A. Decorating with 
accessories is like 
composing a_- still 
life—you have to con- 
sider the interrela- 
tion of shapes, vol- 
umes and colors just 
as if you were arrang- 
ing them for an artist 
to paint. But since 
your still life is not on 
a flat canvas, it has to 
work as sculpture, 
and maintain its com- 
position from every 
vantage point. Most people forget that 
when you sit down, you have a totally 
different perspective on things. A big 
art book and a round plate look won- 
derful from above—but once you're 
seated, they’re just two flat objects. 
Q. But that’s just what most people put 
on their coffee tables. What would you 
do differently? 
A.If I use a round plate, I'll set it off 
with something vertical like a porce- 
lain vase or a stack of oval boxes. Or 
I'll group three vases of different sizes, 
place a single flower in just one and 
balance the composition with a beau- 
tiful Oriental box and a ceramic plate. 
Q. Once you've worked out a carefully 
arranged still life, do you change it? 
A. Not really—I like to keep my pos- 
sessions carefully edited. I exercise my 
penchant for change with my dining 
table. I never set it the same way 
twice, and I keep it accessorized 
whether I’m serving a meal or not. Too 
often, people just place something 
decorative in the center of a dining 
table. I like to create a sense of sculp- 
tural shapes running along the surface. 
I often break up the space with won- 
derful old Japanese obis or runners 
spread in geometric patterns.

Sunlit nights, 
reindeer meat and a 
stunning array of modern 
design and architecture

o the Finns, Finland is Suomi, the 
1 beloved country, where summer 

is a short, intense, green and pre- 
cious reward after a long, cold, dark 
winter (except for three hours of sun 
in December). It’s a time to enjoy the 
crystal-clear waters of uncountable 
lakes and archipelagos, to revel in 
open-air music festivals under soaring 
pines and blue skies, and to stay awake 
through the nightless night of June 
called Midsummer in the never-setting 
sun brightened by the gaiety of endless 
crayfish parties. 

If your vacation time in Finland is 
short, concentrate on Helsinki and save 
the wild wonderland itinerary for an- 
other visit. 

Here’s a jewel of a city for the ar- 
chitecture-minded—for neoclassic, Ju- 
gendstil (the Northern European art 
nouveau) and especially the most cre- 
ative, inventive contemporary. 

The best place to start a Helsinki 
tour is Market Square, a large, booth- 
crowded cobblestone expanse sur- 
rounding the harbor. Activity begins 
about 7 A.M., and goes nonstop until 
2 in the afternoon. Starring here are 
scrubbed and perfect vegetables, 
| bounties of fresh and salted fish, an 
endless variety of mushrooms. Also 
look for colorful rag rugs, natural hand- 
loomed nubby linens, thick knitted 
gloves and socks (from people who are 
specialists in cold weather survival) and 
incredible baskets of thick, handwoven 
strips of birchwood. 








You might head for the coffee booth 
and perch on a miniature stool under 
an orange umbrella to drink strong 
Finnish coffee with sweet cakes—and 
maybe bump into the President of the 
country, Urho Kekkonen, who occa- 
sionally breakfasts here in the market. 

At the Market Hall, have your first 
go at dried reindeer meat. This is great 


picnic fare, so you might stock up «

Its 
rounded derriere is directed toward a 
corner once occupied by an apothe- 
cary who refused to contribute to the 
cost of the landmark sculpture. Cur- 
rently occupying this shop is the City 
Tourist Office, which offers informa- 
tion on all aspects of the country. 
FASHION & DESIGN 

The elegant, tree-lined Esplanade 
begins where the bustling market 
ends. Most of Helsinki’s finest shops are 
on this parkway: Marimekko, Vuokko, 
Metsovaara, Arabia, Pentik, Artek and 
Aarikka, famous names you know, fea- 
turing designers Alvar Aalto, Tapio 
Wirkkala, Timo Sarpaneva and Kaj 
Frank—whose furniture, glassware, ce- 
ramics and textiles are displayed in the 
world’s great museums. In Marimek- 
ko’s stores you'll find a subtle, soft pal- 
ette of grayed pinks, blues and lilacs 
in a small, delicate scale and a collec- 
tion of tailored woolen knits not avail- 
able in the United States. 

Vuokko is the best-known Finnish 
fashion designer, with shops on the Es- 
planade and on Merikatu, a street in 
Kira, one of Helsinki’s art nouveau dis- 
tricts. Her clothes are timeless, simple, 
internationally coveted, and available 
ready-made or to customer’s order. 
Look for pure wool or cotton sweaters 


and dresses. Her long, hooded, quilte: 
coats, introduced 15 years ago, are sti) 
wonderfully handsome and practica 
Vuokko also does men’s clothes, bu 
these are tucked away in back. 
FARTHER UP THE ESPLANADE 

Two more repositories of elegan 
Finnish design are Arabia, for table 
ware, enamel and glassware, and Aai 
ikka, for woodenware. To those fami. 
iar with its line, available in its entiret 
in the United States, a step into th 
Arabia shop is like crossing the thresh 
old of an old friend’s house.

to the best in Paris: Rahikainen for fur 
and Pentik for leather. Rahikainen’s re- 
versible coats and Pentik’s patchwork 
leathers are superior. 

And on this avenue, don’t miss Ar- 
tek—the store purveying the works of 
Alvar Aalto, Finland’s best-known 
modern architect. Lamps, textiles, 
glassware and furniture are here, in- 
cluding his famous Savoy vase, intro- 
duced in 1937 and still produced by 
iittala, Finland’s premier glassworks. 
IN HELSINKI, THINK ARCHITECTURE 

In Finland, architecture is no less 
than an art form, and to see the works 
of Alvar Aalto is worth the journey. 
Stop at the Museum of Finnish Archi- 
tecture, where you may get lists and 
maps of Aalto’s buildings, as well as 
some excellent architectural shows. 
Highly recommended, the Museum’s 
Architectural Guide: Helsinki points 
out the city’s many great structures. 

Most of these treasures may be seen 
on a leisurely walk. Don’t miss Fliel 
Saarinen’s major work, the Railway 
Station, and go inside to experience its 
grand interior spaces. 

Aalto’s Enso-Gutzeit headquarters (a 





forest products company) and Lars 
Sonck’s Jugendshalle interior on the 
Esplanade are around the Market 
Square, but it’s worth a taxi to see Aal- 
to’s Finlandia Hall, his pivotal early 
building, the House of Culture and his 
National Pensions Institute. 

A TASTE OF FINLAND 

This is heaven for seafood lovers. 
Baltic herring shows up marinated, 
fried or in salad. Salmon ranges from 
the buttery, lightly salted gravadlax to 
delicate salmon soup. Dishes are fresh- 
ly prepared for each order at specialty 
seafood restaurants such as Havis 
Amanda, directly across the street 
from the statue. In Finland, glowfried 
on the menu means broiled fish, and 
here and at other good eating places 
around the harbor (the Savoy and the 
roof of the Palace Hotel) “smoked” 
means that the fish is smoked to order 
in a small metal box over wood chips. 

Ask for tiny fish called muikku, often 
fried like scampi, from the lakes of cen- 
tral Finland, (their roe’s particularly 
praised). 

The season for crayfish is short, 
roughly the end of July to the begin- 
ning of October. Traditionally, they are 
served with buttered toast sprinkled 
with chopped fresh dill. 

Helsinki’s restaurants also offer rein- 
deer, bear and elk meat. The variety 
of berries is mind-boggling, as are the 
sweet liqueurs made from them. (Best

of mushrooms—most popular are th 
chanterelles and morels—is matche 
only by the unusual breads. 

A world-renowned restaurant is Ka 
lastajatorppa, conveniently near Ta 
piola, Finland’s world-famous satellit 
town. Kalastajatorppa means “fisher. 
man’s cottage,’ and the hotel/restau 
rant’s site along the Baltic is fine fo 
lunch as well as dinner. Reserving 
private sauna is a custom in Finland 
and these are among the best. 

The longtime influence of Russia 
Finland’s neighbor, is evident in th 
cuisine. Four Russian restaurants to b 
sampled are Bellevue, Troikka, Saslik 
and Kasakka, the last three under th 
same management. At Bellevue, locat 
ed behind the onion-domed Russia 
Orthodox Uspensky Cathedral, th 
hors d’oeuvres of pickles with sou 
cream and honey are special, as ar 
pelmeni, meat-filled dumplings, an 
blini, pancakes with fish roe. At Sas 
likki, specialties are Russian roast bea 
with nine garnishes, Karelian chanter 
elle steak, reindeer shashlik and vodk 
crépe Stolichnaya. 

FOR CULTURE VULTURES 

Finland offers 10 major festival 
from June through early September 
In August, the quiet village of Kuhm 
is the spot for chamber music. But th 
biggest event of all is the Helsinki Fes 
tival, from Aug. 27 to Sept. 12—Scan 
dinavia’s most comprehensive ua 
event. Finland’s great orchestras an 
outstanding performers, joined by fam- 
ous musicians and ensembles, make 
fitting conclusion to the dazzling Finns 
ish summer festival scene. 

Just to whet your appetite for nex 
year, each June brings the Kuopi 
Dance and Music Festival. Classica 
and modern ballet, folk dancing an 
jazz are included, and the audience i 
expected to join in the dancing in thd 
market square. Early July brings the 
Savonlinna Opera Festival, held in the 
15th-century castle that dominates this 
idyllic little town in southeast Finland, 
For example, this year’s operas includ- 
ed Don Carlos, The Flying Dutchman 
and The Magic Flute.

, each totally open to the brilliant Pacific, each soothed by the 
ant sound of water running into pools that keep the house cool. 
lendid is the weather here that Mr. Giddings was able to design 
ouse totally without doors and windows. “We wanted it to face 
for the view—with conventional walls, we wouldn’t have sun 
one or two in the afternoon,” he explains. For protection from 
ements, a “floating” thatch roofing covers the levels along with 
it overhangs blooming with flower gardens.

estraint and understatement were the 

decorating challenges faced here by Pa- 

tricia Giddings, who has designed many 
interiors in Mexico. “The architecture is so 
dominant at Ocho Cascadas that decorating was 
not a question of knowing what to do, but 
what not to do,” she explains. “I wanted to 
preserve the essential spareness of the struc- 
ture, so I kept the interior simple by using 
native materials that integrate it with the 
ever-present outdoors.” Chairs were made of 
woven rush or leather with mesquite bases. 
Since much of the seating is built-in ban- 
quettes of sculpted plaster over brick, it was 


easy to keep the furnishings to a minimum. 
“T wanted to keep the colors low key and 
compatible, so for pillow and upholstery fab- 
ric I used yardage woven in a village near 
Toluca,” says Mrs. Giddings. Throughout the 
house, the only accessories are native crafts, 
pre-Columbian pieces and animal heads 
formed by local artisans, which adorn the 
stairway linking various levels. “Really, no 
decor could compete with the seemingly lim- 
itless spaces and imposing strength of rough- 
hewn palm wood, river stone and crude plas- 
ter—not to mention the ever-present view of 
the glistening Pacific,” says Mrs. Giddings. 


Living spaces flow into one another with no demarcation and only subtle changes in furniture. The room at left may be called 
the living area, looking toward the main pool with its bridge and bar beyond. The 17-foot built-in couch has locally made 


cushions and pillows in wool and cotton. Handmade floor tiles are of pressed cement sprinkled wit marble dust. 








Usually there's no need for ‘conditioning in the house, but on days when warmth is needed, a fireplace does the trick. Over the hearth is a 
recessed panel lined with lagoor h ng room s table and chairs can be used for dining or pulled out on the terrace to enjoy a drink at sunset.

// ince I was the client, I could design as I wished,” says 
Edward Giddings.

rmi Ratia, legendary founder 

and president of Finland’s 

Marimekko, was a woman 
full of exuberance. It was in 1951 
that this fanciful, yet deeply serious 
woman, who died last year, decided 
to experiment with printed cotton 
fabrics. Today, the bold, large-scale 
geometric and free-flowing designs 
are instantly recognized throughout 
the world as Marimekko. Sold in 29 
countries, Marimekko textiles and 
dresses are more than just products. 
They are the embodiment of Armi’s 
‘riginal intent: ‘Simple dress for 
Marv,” the English translation of 
Marimekko. “This is design, not 


fashion.” she once said. “I don’t give 
a whi * fashion. If it’s good, it’s 
everlas Marimekko was Armi’s 
legacy t orld. 

To her 's, family and busi- 
ness assoc: her legacy was Bo- 
kars—her « house on the Bal- 
tic Sea wh >y shared the 
experience of ‘““nightless”’ 
nights and leisure'y days.

people whose lives Armi touched 
stay at Bokars still, surrounded by 
the smells she loved best—those of 
freshly baked bread and just-ironed 
linen.

After his book with Phil- 
ip Johnson on the International 
Style, the renowned historian 
Henry-Russell Hitchcock went on 
to investigate American 1 9th-cen- 
tury architecture of the type he 
had earlier called the New Tradi- 
tion. In that pursuit, he wrote a 
book in 1937 on Henry Hobson 
Richardson, and one in 1939 on 
the history of Rhode Island archi- 
tecture. In the latter, he published 
a striking photograph of the Low 
House in Bristol, R.I., which 
played a major part in persuading 
me to write my 1949 doctoral dis- 
sertation, “The Cottage Style.” 
This was later published as vari- 
ous articles and books on what I 
called the Stick Style of 1840 to 
1876 and the Shingle Style of the 
late 1870s and ’80s. 

The latter was sparked by the 
revival of Colonial architecture 
that began in the 1870s and was 
further encouraged by the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition in  Philadel- 
phia in 1876. 

The first monument of the style 
was Henry Hobson Richardson’s 
Watts-Sherman House of 1874. 
Based partly on English prece- 
dent, it adopted its major unifying 
roof slope from the first photo-

/ s it any wonder that paradise has always been viewed 
as a garden? From the earliest mentions of the Garden 
of Eden, flowers have lifted the heart and delighted the senses. 
Their beauty has been so powerful that it’s influenced design 
in every age and country and has now inspired a major exhibit, 
“Gardens of Delight,” at the Cooper-Hewitt Museum, New York

longer. In practically all 
cases, however, taste-free 
caramel is used to adjust 
color to the desired hue. 
HE FACT that 
rum is made from 
Sugarcane might 
lead some to think that 
its taste is sweet. It is 
completely dry, in fact, 
though the darker rums, 
especially those of Barba- 
dos and Demerara, can 
possess a hint of molasses 
in flavor and aroma. 
Somewhat lighter and 
smoother are the dark 
rums of Jamaica. Myers’s 
Original Dark is the Ja- 
maican rum most com- 
monly encountered, the 
classic ingredient for 
Planter’s Punch. There 
are endless variations on 
this drink, which may in- 
clude two or three differ- 
ent dark rums as well as 
light and gold, plus gren- 
adine, lime and various 
other fruit juices. The 
earliest incarnation may 
have been on Martinique 
in the drink known as Pe- 
tit Punch. Once, in Paris, 
I happened upon a tiny 
Creole restaurant run by 
a rotund Martinican. She 
bantered with customers 
and harangued the help 
in French patois as she 
concocted short tumblers 
of the island classic—a 
wedge of lime, a couple 
teaspoons of sugar syrup, 
three parts dark rum and 
additional water. Or, as 
the Caribbean recipe 
rhyme goes: one of sour, 
two of sweet, three of 
strong and four of weak. 
While this simple drink 
was refreshing and sooth- 
ing, I prefer the extra 
“punch” in Planter’s 
Punch, the zest and tang 
that come from the acid- 
ity of tart fruit juices. For

Beers for the Connoisseur 


ust as Americans have 
discovered the plea- 
sures of fine wine, 
they're now discover- 
ing those of fine beer. These 
beers can be a welcome and 


inexpensive alternative to ~ 


wine and just as interesting 
to the discriminating palate. 
And beer goes well with an 
astonishingly wide variety of 
cuisines, including some that 
don’t go well with wine. 

Those who enjoy the bet- 
ter U.S. beers, such as Bal- 
lantine’s India Pale Ale or 
Prior Double Dark, and top 
imports, such as Pilsner Ur- 
quell from Czechoslovakia 
and Wirzburger Dark from 
Germany, will find the two 
dozen unusual European 
and American beers distrib- 
uted by Merchant du Vin, a 
Seattle importer, worth 
seeking out in fine food 
stores in major cities. Dis- 
plays encourage buyers to 
make up their own “mix- 
pack.” 

Anyone who thinks beers 
have a limited range of fla- 
vors should try the entire 
line. The selections include 
light, more-or-less hoppy la- 
gers and darker, richer, mal- 
tier-tasting ales and _ stouts. 
The most exotic are the ci- 
trusy, acidic Pinkus Weizen 
beer from West Germany (a 
wheat beer meant to be 
served with a twist of lem- 








on), Kaiserdom Rauchbier, 
also from Germany (a dark 
beer with a definite smoked 
flavor), the aromatic, dark 
Lutéce Biére de Paris (the 
only beer still brewed in the 
French capital), Rodenbach 
beer from Belgium that’s 
aged in oak casks (it’s an ac- 
quired taste) and, most star- 
tling of all for the taste buds, 
Lindemans Kriek Lambic, a 
pink ale made like a spark- 
ling wine from wheat, barley 
and sour cherries. 

My personal favorites 
among the light lagers were 
the stylish, fragrant, light 
Cold Spring Export from 
Minnesota and the delicious, 
lightly hopped Koff beer 
from Finland. I like flavor- 
some, amber-colored ales 
with food, and found the 
Lorimer’s Traditional Scotch 
Ale particularly outstanding, 
with its aroma hinting of 
caramel and its complex, 
harmonious flavor. Darker 
still and even more charac- 
terful was the superb Finn- 
ish Koff Imperial Stout, 
which has a burnt, bitter- 
chocolate flavor. 

By far the most enjoyable 
way to discover beers that 
match your taste prefer- 
ences is to have a beer tast- 
ing. All you need are six or 
more different beers, crusty 
bread and mild cheeses, and 
a few friends.

Throughout history, gardens have 
been irresistible. Just as Eve responded 
to the legendary apple, all of us are 
charmed by the color, perfume and 
texture of flowers, fruits and greenery. 

Although the very first gardens were 
probably ‘accidents’ —wild flowers in 
a grove—they were soon cultivated for 
pleasure and contemplation. The early 
Greeks and Romans dedicated groves 
to deities—Venus, the goddess of love, 
was also the goddess of roses and gar- 
dens. Other gardens were sources of 
commerce, and date back to the an- 
cient Egyptians who first created pic- 
tures of gardens, circa 1400 B.C. 

Whatever useful or religious pur- 
poses gardens have served, they were 
also a means of glorifying royalty. The 
early Persian princes used theirs as 
hunting parks. It is these wonderful 
symmetrical gardens (the geometry 
symbolizes the unity of God) that we 
see reflected in Persian rugs.

a Colonial house published in an ar- 
chitectural magazine. 

As the Shingle Style took shape, its 
relation to the Northeast Colonial ver- 
nacular became even closer, forging 
new connections and bringing it up to 
date. Arthur Little’s Shingleside of 
1882-83 is a good example of how cen- 
tral heating and a varied social life ex- 
panded the old saltbox model to give 
it an open and varied interior space— 
but the Colonial tradition gave the 
building its basic symbolic shape. 

It is curious, though, that the feature 
of early Colonial houses that almost dis- 
appeared in later Colonial architec- 
ture—the frontal gable—became the 
Shingle Style’s single most important 
motif. The Watts-Sherman House had 
a broad and unifying frontal gable, as 
did McKim, Mead and White’s Low 
House of 1887, which stretched and 
abstracted it as far as it could go. So, 
too, did most of the houses Bruce Price 
built for Pierre Lorillard’s develop- 
ment at Tuxedo Park in 1885-86—the 
direct models for Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
own 1889 home at Oak Park. It is 





therefore correct, I think, to describe 
Wright’s house as belonging to the 
Shingle Style vernacular, by that time 
a traditional way of building. 

Wright then went on to “invent” 
Modern architecture, while the Shin- 
gle Style progressively gave way to 


| stiffer 18th-century models and was fi- 


nally confined to the ubiquitous (and 


now rather appealing) “saltboxes” of 


the builder’s vernacular of the 1930s, 
"40s and ’50s. It might be argued that 
this was the last viable vernacular the 
American builder has possessed; his 
present productions have been so 
knocked out of shape by influences 
emanating from Modern architecture 
as to have lost all of vernacular archi- 
tecture’s primitive strength and tradi- 
tional order. 

The 1959 publication of my book, 
The Shingle Style, and especially of the 
spectacular Low House, detonated an- 
other revival of its tradition by Ameri- 
ca’s most progressive architects. 

The first shot of that revival was, 
as is often the case, the most telling: 
It was Robert Venturi’s 1959 project 
for a house by the sea, where a gable 
suggested by the Low House was burst 
apart by an enormous chimney intend- 
ed to lift splendidly above the dunes. 
The interior space was simple, given 
force not by volumetric complexity but 
by symbol—that is, by its focus on a 
major symbolic element: the great 





hearth and enormous chimney-tower. 
Here the associative factor joins phys- 
ical experience to enhance the mean- 
ing and to assert a dramatic revival 
of vernacular, and especially Colonial, 
values. 

Venturi’s project was never built, 
but it knocked out everyone who saw 
it published. Its imitators, all weaker 
than itself, have been legion. Venturi 
went on to use Wright’s first work as 
his model. His house for his family is 
based on Wright’s; but the gable is 
pulled apart laterally, stretching, as it 
were, the great lintel over the central 
opening and splitting the arched mold- 
ing suggested by Wright’s half-round 
window. Venturi, however, kept his 
house looking like a cardboard model, 
avoiding traditional shingles. 

But in the adjacent Trubek and Wis- 
locki Houses of 1971 on Nantucket, 
he went back to tradition and shingled 
everything. Wright’s window expands 
volumetrically to light the top floor of 
the Trubek house, while its side is 
opened by a great square window with 
vernacular crossed mullions, derived 
from a similar feature in a bay that 
Wright had used in 1887 in a house 
for his aunts. The Wislocki House 
stands vertical and tense, with paired, 
square cross-mullioned windows like 
eyes. The two houses turn slightly to- 
ward each other like persons in con- 
versation. Although inspired by the 
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hingle Style, they are at the same time vernacular, re- 
alling traditional types on Nantucket—types that had 
hemselves inspired the first Shingle Style architects of 
hundred years before. 

Since that time, it has been possible to speak of a new 
hingle Style (as I did in a book of 1974), which is another 
daptation of the vernacular, and which employs tradi- 
ional clapboards as well. 

That revival of traditional values has played a large part 
1 the so-called Post-Modernism of the past two decades, 
yhich may be said to have begun with Venturi’s project 
f 1959 for his house by the sea, and to have found its 
rst and best theoretical statement in his Complexity and 
lontradictions in Architecture, of 1966. 

Many architects, from the very young to Philip Johnson, 
ow accept the basic Post-Modern premises and try to 
york in accordance with traditional and vernacular types. 

Venturi surely remains the most powerful, cogent and 
jitty designer. In his Flint House, nearing completion, 
e stretches the round columns of his first project into 
at cutouts which, while suggesting “column,” emphasize 
nd make continuous the thin wall planes shaping the vol- 
me of the house. The gable with the round-headed win- 
ow is of Wrightian memory. 

Charles Moore’s work also exemplifies many major char- 
cteristics of the renewal; it slips more easily than that of 
ny other architect into vernacular after vernacular, from 
1e East’s Shingle Style to the West’s Coast rosy-fingered 
ucco, with a truly Post-Modern insouciance. 

Another of the most interesting architects involved in 
ye new movement is Robert A. M. Stern. The develop- 
1ent of Stern’s work itself points out an important moral. 
‘hough he based his early design upon the Shingle Style— 
1 this case upon Shingleside itself—he was also deter- 
ined, in the Late-Modern fashion, that it be as original 
s possible. The result, though expressive of a lively variety 
f interior spaces, is also tormented in the extreme, much 
reaker than its model in unity, scale and repose. 

Now Stern’s intentions have changed. His recent project 
yr a house at Farm Neck, Martha’s Vineyard, sticks as 
losely as it can to the Low House model. It tries to employ 
1e vernacular details as well—to employ them literally 
nd traditionally, not to abstract them in Modern archi- 
scture’s way.

They also provide a release 
‘om the necessity to cook up platitudinous personal “phi- 
ysophies,’ a bane of the Modern movement. Quite or- 
inary architects are thus released to practice sound ar- 
hitecture, not “liberated” now, but connected to reality 
nce more, and so able to enhance, rather than to destroy, 
1e constructed environment as a whole. 

The demands of energy are a good example of another 
ind of connection to reality. Every preindustrial vernac- 
lar architecture is, by definition, energy-efficient, because 

grew up in response to climate. The central chimney 
yasses of New England Colonial houses, for example, 
cored heat from-.wood fires and gave it forth to the tightly 
2aled, small-windowed rooms that surrounded them. To- 
ay, a solar house in the same climate will let in the sun 
» heat up a masonry wall in its interior; at night, that 
yall gives its heat back to the house. The modest con- 
smporary house is thus even closer in scale and feeling 
) the vernacular original than, say, Shingleside was. 

The potential meaning of such a development is a large 
nd universal one, having to do with a revival of ways 
f living that are in tune with nature rather than con- 
>mptuous of it—not to say economical and self-sufficient 
ecording to an ethic that was the American’s pride in 
arlier days. The human values involved may all be tra- 
itional, not to say vernacular, as well.

ost family dogs never get 
more exercise than a twice- 
a-day walk. Except for the 
trip from fireplug to fridge, 
Phydeaux mostly lies in the 
corner with one eye on the can opener 
and the other on Let’s Make a Deal. 

Exercise, however, is not only im- 
portant for your dog’s body but for his 
mental stability as well. Inactivity will 
certainly get your dog out of good 
physical shape quickly, and that can 
mean more trips to the vet than nor- 
mal. Moreover, lethargy will bring on 
boredom and, perhaps, anxiety, which 
are the foundations for most forms of 
antisocial behavior such as chewing, 
howling, barking and biting. 

When creating an exercise program 
for your dog, consider ‘his size. The 
larger the body, the more movement 
it will take to keep the muscles (in- 
cluding the heart) in tone. Weight and 
activity level are also important. Try 
to gear the amount and type of ex- 
ercise to the primary activity for which 
the dog’s breed was created. The St. 
Bernard, for instance, moved through 
deep snowdrifts to rescue hikers. Toy 
breeds were largely developed for the 
human lap. And working breeds la- 
bored in all sorts of ways from pulling 
sleds to herding sheep. 

The best exercise for puppies of any 
breed is free play with another dog 
or several toys and a human. (They 
stop when tired.) Giving your adult 
dog a long, hard run once a day or 
several times a week is wonderful. 
Though most country dogs have no dif- 
ficulty getting this, there are ways city 
dogs can run off their pent-up frus- 
trations too. 

One way is to jog along with a mas- 
ter or mistress—but this must be done 
with intelligence. To joggers eager to 
share the sport with their pets, The 
Humane Society of the United States” 





offers this advice: Have your pet 


checked by a vet. Condition your pet 


for distance, speed, weather conditions 


and jogging surfaces through a 
planned, progressive program. Start 
off slowly. Watch the dog for signs 
of fatigue and discomfort. At the first 
indication of discomfort, stop and rest. 
Keep your jogging pet on a leash. A 
dog is safer jogging in the morning 
or at night than during the day when 
the temperatures and humidity are the 
highest.

A TWENTIETH-CENTURY ANTIQUE 

“T’ve been looking around again for a 
Coromandel screen,” said my young 
friend Jessica Johnson sadly, “but I 
don’t think I'll ever be able to scrape 
up the wherewithal. Champagne tastes 
and a cold-water income—that’s me.” 
Jessica, an up-and-coming toy buyer for 
a department store, has a shoestring 
salary, but is blessed with the knack of 
appearing to live rather elegantly in 
her studio apartment. I guess her 
knack is never settling for second best, 
plus the fortitude to save up patiently 
until she can afford the best. At the 
moment, her acquisitions are relatively 
few, but they'd be hard to beat for 
quality. To wit: raw silk slipcovers on 
the sofa bed and wing chair, a Queen 
Anne cabinet in Chinese red lacquer, 
an acrylic Parsons teble that serves as a 
console-cum-dining table, abetted by 
four little celadon-painted Venetian 
chairs.

net, Inc., auctioneers. “Check to see 
that the wood is consistent in color and 
thickness,” he says. One way to spot a 
favorite addition—putting arms on an- 
tique side chairs—is to look at the seat: 
“The seat on a genuine armchair will 
always be bigger than that on a side 
chair.” Inspect the frame, too—if it’s 
been repaired with new wood, the 
chair’s value is lower. 

Learn some history. “A fine 18th-cen- 
tury dining table was almost always be- 
tween 48 and 52 inches wide,” Mr. 
Stair says. “A wider or narrower one is 
probably a many-pedestaled table that 
was cut down.” Keep in mind that ear- 
ly cabinetmakers didn’t use nails but 
dovetails—two pieces of wood angled 
together to form a triangular joint. 
Nails inside a chest probably mean that 
it was altered. 

Look for signs of age. Good indications 
are signs of previous restoration such as 
old shims—strips of wood put in to re- 
pair cracks—and nail holes from reup- 
holstering. Cracking or grazing is also a 
positive sign. “Remember to buy from

BD: Since you stud- 
ied fine art at Yale 
before you studied 
architecture, it’s not 
surprising that you describe your inte- 
riors as “walk-in” paintings. What 
does that description really mean? 
JS: I regard interior design not as an 
applied art, but as a fine art, art that 
you sit in rather than look at. I’ve defi- 
nitely been influenced by what I 
learned as a painter. For me, color is 
absolutely important. I don’t think any- 
one can ever put too much effort into 
orchestrating the color—you have to 
concern yourself not only with the col- 
or itself, but the implications of the 
color as it changes in daylight, at night, 
with incandescent light. The qualities 
of a color are important, too. I often 
tell clients that if they put a red rug in 
a white room, they'll end up with pink 
walls. The light that bounces off the 
red flooring changes the wall’s color. 
BD: Colors like taupe and beige, two of 
your favorites, seem to be an integral 
part of the calm effect you create. 
Could one use a brighter and bolder 
palette and create the same results? 
JS: Absolutely. I think you have to use 
color that’s appropriate to the given 
situation. Some clients want more col- 
or, particularly those who live in sunny 
parts of the world. Serenity has a lot to 
do with color, but it also has to do with 
not over-designing—with holding 
back, with leaving empty spaces. It’s 
very important that we concern our- 
selves with what we leave out—and

There has 
to be an effort to find 
an equilibrium be- 
tween what goes into 
the space and the 
container itself. 

BD: Most of us have a 
tendency to fill space 
with too much. What 
are your rules? 

JS: One thing I do is 
banish lamps—those 
ugly ceramic things 
with big shades on 
them. They can interrupt the space 
and make a room look smaller than it 
really is. I also sometimes lower the 
scale of the furnishings. If you’re deal- 
ing with a room with an eight-foot-high 
ceiling—which I refer to as a walk-in 
filing cabinet for the living—you have 
to do a lot to give people the sense that 
the room is actually elegant and tall. 
BD: If youre banishing lamps, how do 
people light their houses? 

JS: Well, you certainly have to have 
good reading lights, but you don’t have 
to have a lamp with a drum shade. You | 
must have three kinds of lighting in a | 
room: ambient light, which is indirect 
and illuminates the architecture; read- 
ing or work light; and art light, which 
can be any light that is specific, such as 
light on a stair or a painting, or light 
from candles on a table. 

BD: [f your interiors themselves are 
intended to be works of art, is there 
room in them for actual paintings and 
sculpture? | 
JS: Yes. I don’t feel that the wall has to. 
be thought of as passive, as if we must 
hang a painting on it, but I also don’t 
cringe or run from art. We’ve had cli- 
ents who are great collectors, and the 
entire environment has been built 
around their collections. | 
BD: Why don't we talk about one of 
your trademarks, the quilted bedroll. 
How did you develop that idea? 

JS: When I was poor and living in a loft, | 
I purchased a quilt from a department 
store and was trying to make it work 
on a single bed.

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England’s Green

For lovers of country

ast spring, in that endearing sea- 
son of tender green, primroses, 
daffodils and gamboling baby 
lambs, I went to England, skipped Lon- 
don entirely and had a tasty six-day 
sample of the British West which is, 
but shouldn’t be, terra incognita to 
most American visitors to Albion. This 
rewarding once-over-lightly excursion 
to Somerset, Devon, Avon and Here- 
ford, was accomplished in the compa- 
ny of a knowledgeable driver after our 
mere three-hour twenty-minute Con- 
corde flight from New York. It was my 
first experience of what it’s like to tool 
hrough the ether at 1350 m.p.h., with 
digital apparatus recording the 
plane’s unearthly acceleration, the 
whole thrilling business compounded 
y a lunch of Sevruga caviar, Ruinart’s 
est bubbly and tournedos topped with 
oie gras. And the best was yet to 
ome—there was none of that dithery 
et lag that usually afflicts me after an 
astbound flight, and it was pure joy to 
pend a normal evening without doz- 
ng into the soup and still be up the 
ext morning fresh as the breeze that 
as rippling the Thames. 
On this westward junket, we had 
riven directly from Heathrow to The 
ompleat Angler in Marlow, an engag- 
ng inn where the lawns and gardens 
oll right down to the Thames, roughly 
here Izaak Walton did his fishing in 
653 and wrote his famous tribute to 
od and line. The place is full of an- 
iques, all in beautiful polish; the feel- 
ng is somewhat Georgian; there’s a 
osteard view of a church spire; and 
he restaurant overlooks a bona fide 
eir, so you know you're in England. 
We headed west on Route 33 
hrough smiling fields and cozy towns, 
topping in Longparish, Hampshire, 
ot to give much time to its fine Saxon 
hurch, but to have a quick meal at 
he Plough Inn: a gutsy spread of 
heese, meat, hefty fresh bread and 
dickled onions. Those in the know, that 
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market squares to wild heather-blooming moors. 


is the natives who patronize this pleas- 
antly unpretentious place, take ale or 
cider. 

We detoured to Salisbury Plain for a 
visit to Stonehenge, that awesome 
group of megalithic menhirs or stone 
slabs where I'd always imagined the 
Druids mystically cutting mistletoe out 
of oak trees. Not a tree in sight on this 
wild, desolate flatness, but vandals 
have left their mark and so—disap- 
pointing if you’d hoped to get close to 
the Druids—the ruins are roped off. 

Through apple orchards and haw- 
thorn hedgerows through towns like 
Mere and Wincanton, we came to 
Dunster in Somerset, to put up at the 
Luttrell Arms Hotel, a landmark in this 
medieval town. It’s built around the 
fortress-like stone building that in the 
15th century was the guest house of 
the Abbey of Cleeves, but is in service

and amenities utterly contemporary, 
with a nod to 18th-century romanti- 
cism (as in a Sheraton four-poster). 
Here a penchant for hefty English 
breakfast can be easily developed, as 
well as the disastrous late-afternoon 
habit of taking “cream tea”—tea with 
hot buttered scones and crumpets 
slathered with clotted cream and 
strawberry jam. 

Dunster is a starting place for explor- 


ing Exmoor; a high, wild and wonder- 
ful expanse of bracken, heather, sheep 
farms and sudden forests as well as the 
horsiest area in England. Hunt buffs 
can join any of the eight packs of 
hounds and, as a local remarked, “You 
don’t have to wear a pink coat or talk 
as if you’d a club in your mouth.” Ex- 
moor is a national park with walking 
trails, a hiker’s heaven, sky-high and 
close to the hawks and ravens. It’s also 
Lorna Doone country: Visit the Oare 
church and stand on the spot where 
Lorna was shot on her wedding day. 

Besides, moors and medievalism, 
Dunster remains memorable for a ride 
on the West Somerset Railway, a bona 
fide, old-time huff and puff steam en- 
gine line, its bright and gleaming en- 
gine alone a thrill for a railroad buff. 

Going north, en route to Hereford, 
we came to Glastonbury where true 
romantics may visit what purport to be 
the tombs of King Arthur and Queen 
Guinevere. But nonlegendary Glaston- 
bury is a sheep center, and less starry- 
eyed travelers will find good buys here 
in fleece-lined slippers and suede coats 
at the Hide and Sheep shop. 

Next stop was Wells and its beaute- 
ous 13th-century cathedral. To note: its 
stone vaulting, 14th-century mechani 
cal clock, 20th-century needlewo:

Coach travelers pre- 
ferred to buy bis- 
cuits to eat on the 
trip, and Joseph’s 
brother developed a 
tin container to keep them fresh. This 
was the start of the company that is still 
part of a group of food manufacturers 
in England. 

The first tins were marked with col- 
ored paper labels. In 1867, a process 
was put into use that printed a colored 
lithographed design directly onto the 
tin. Hundreds of elaborately shaped 
and decorated biscuit tins were made 
in England, the best of them from 1868 
to 1939. Your windmill box was used to 





hold Huntley and Palmer’s biscuits, but 
the tin was probably made by a compa- 
ny called Huntley, Boorne and Stevens 
in 1924.

When the Dalys found their 
100-year-old Victorian in the 
once (and now, once again) 
fashionable Summit Hill sec- 
tion of St. Paul, Minn., it had 
been carved up into several 
rental apartments and rooms. 
Aside from reversing the ef- 
fects of decades of abuse, the 
main problem they confront- 
ed was a dark and claustro- 
phobic interior. 

Mrs. Daly’s idea was to re- 
move sections of the second 
floor over the dining room 
and kitchen to bring in more 
light. Architect Lee Kingston 
developed the idea further by 
recommending removal of 
part of the attic floor over the 
dining room to expose a dor- 
mer window, in addition to the 
first - and second - story bays. 
The scheme continued to 
evolve once it was obvious 
that a significant portion of 
the attic walls and ceiling 
would have to be finished 
with dry wall since they were 
visible from below.

A rchitects Melanie Taylor and 
Robert Orr faced an interesting prob- 
lem when they decided to add a 
greenhouse to their Queen Anne Vic- 
torian: how to make it look like more 
than a modern-day afterthought. 

The couple professes a keen inter- 
est in the past and felt the 8- by 12- 
foot addition should be in keeping 
with their turn-of-the-century house 
and their New Haven, Conn. neigh- 
borhood, where it’s an upstanding 
member. At the same time, they want- 
ed the add-on to be fresh and special— 
not a period piece, but something 
with an architectural life of its own. 
Finally, the couple wanted something 
practical; the greenhouse would have 
to contribute to its heating load and 
not overheat in the summer.

eerected it with a tunnel. In so do- 
ing, they lent the structure promi- 
nence, making it something more 
than a lean-to, add-on affair. 


Borrowed Detailing 

The fact that the greenhouse is an 
offspring of its surroundings is an- 
nounced by its exterior detailing. The 
clapboard siding and trim match the 

ouse in size and color. The gable 

etailing was inspired by the facade 

f the house across the street. 

_ Other details, however, make it 
uch more than a period reproduc- 
ion. Redwood framing and clear 
crylic glazing are used because they 
re sensible products. Mr. Orr also 
rides himself on the fact that the 
orner construction details are con- 
emporary, clean and unadorned. 

Taken as a whole, the tug between 
he elements of continuity and inde- 
endence is intriguing. Once you see 
he structure, it’s hard to take your 
eyes off it. Its unusual prominence is 
far more than one would expect for 
its size. Adding to the mystery is the 
way the white-painted gable trim and 
an old casement window (which was 
recycled from an architectural sal- 
vage company) float on the gable 
wall. The effect is mirage-like—as if 
the image could slightly shift or even 
disappear. 

_ From the inside, the greenhouse 
erforms more magic. Walking from 
he first-floor bedroom through the 
connector tunnel to the greenhouse is 
like stepping into a fantasy landscape: 
The exotic flowers merge with the 
indigenous plantings outside. And 
ince something is almost always in 
loom, the room has a timeless quali- 
ty—one without normal seasons. 
| Practically speaking, the green- 
ouse registers a net heat gain. It is 
ob glazed to prevent excessive 
eat loss and is built over a heat-stor- 
ing rock bed. Hot air that accumu- 
‘ates at the ridge of the greenhouse 
during the day is ducted via galva- 
nized stovepipe and blower to a net- 
work of perforated pipes buried in 
che stones. When the sun isn’t shin- 
ng, stored heat rises through floor 
vents and re-radiates from the tiled 
slab to help warm both greenhouse 
and adjacent bedroom space. 

To prevent overheating, the green- 
louse is provided with two operable 
windows and vents through the sid- 
ng. Blinds originally installed at the 
windows were found unnecessary 
due to the combination of shading 
tom deciduous trees outside and nu- 
nerous plants inside.

Mr. Nichols responded by 
creating a central “spine” 
wall around which the major 
spaces flow. In order to cre- 
ate the additional headroom 
needed, he added two hip- 
roofed dormers. The struc- 
tural changes required a spe- 
cial steel roof support 
system. The steel members 
were covered with wall- 
board to create a trellis-like 
look with bright skylights be- 
yond. The white-painted 
beams are a good example of 
playing up structural ele- 
ments to their best advan- 
tage rather than hiding them 
(in this case, beneath a 
dropped ceiling). 

The spine wall neatly ac- 
commodates the kitchen ap- 
pliances and cabinets as well 
as a chimney and woodstove, 
bookshelves and other stor- 
age areas. It thereby frees 
the outer walls for large win- 
dows. 

The resulting space has 
the feeling of a treetop ob- 


servation platform that al- 
lows light in and a view from 
all directions. The clerestory 
above the doors and win- 
dows acts like a translucent 
necklace surrounding and 
unifying the interior. 

Excess heat, which typical- 
ly builds up on upper floors 
of a multistory house, is

1. A greenhouse must be sited prop 
erly—within 30 degrees of due south. 


2. The wall that faces south should be 
sloped at about 60 degrees so that the 
low, winter sun’s rays pass through it a 
an optimum 90-degree angle. The 
greenhouse walls that do not requir 
glazing (sidewalls near the house an 
the knee wall to the front) should bi 
well insulated—don’t use glass wher: 
it’s not necessary. 

The small overhead roof of thé 
greenhouse should be opaque and insu 
lated. It acts as a sunscreen in the sum 
mer and helps to prevent heat los 
through the ceiling in the winter. 


3. The glazing, whether it be plasti 
or glass, should be two layers with 
5/8-inch airspace or three layers if 
thermal curtain is not an option. Glas 
should be tempered and have a lov 
iron content and a high ability to pas 
light (83 percent transmissivity for tw 
layers). Plastic glazing should be dure 
ble and non-yellowing. Two good trad 
names are Lexan and Exolite. 


4. Aluminum, cedar, redwood q 
pressure-treated wood are all suitabl 
for greenhouse construction. Alum 
num has the advantage of not warpin 
or splitting, but should have built-i 
thermal breaks to reduce conductio 
of heat to the outside. 

(Thermal breaks are often simply a) 





airspace between metal parts exposed 
to the exterior and metal framing on 
the interior.) 


5. The window gasket system (which 
seals glazing) should consist of heavy- 
duty strips of rubber. The clamps that 
hold the windows in place should also 
be sturdy. A good gasket material is 
EPDM (Ethylene-Propylene Diene 
Monomer), a type of rubber that resists 
deterioration for many years. 


6. An automatic air control system 
should be used to bring warm air into 
the house. The fan used to move the 
air should be quiet and efficient. 


7. The thermal storage system should 
be as compact as possible. Fifty-five- 
gallon drums will work, but take up 
lots of valuable floor space. Energy 
storage rods or canisters and water- 
filled fiberglass columns are better. 





Energy storage rods contain phase-change 
compounds that store heat during the day 
and give it up when they cool at night. 
Their capacity for storing heat is 6 or 7 
times greater than water and 20 times 
more effective than masonry. 


8. Movable night insulation that can 
be placed in front of the glazed portion 
of the greenhouse during winter nights 
is crucial for a net-heat-gain, year- 


round greenhouse. It is available in

thermal curtains con- 
trolled by guide wires and pulleys; 
thermal shades; or rigid polystyrene in-

9. An exterior door for gardening 
convenience should be well weather- 


_ stripped, insulated and lockable.

f you're ready to embark on a 

remodeling, be certain you are 

adequately insured. There are 

three types of coverage you 

should check on: liability (to pro- 

tect you if persons are injured or 
the property of others damaged); 
dwelling (coverage of the actual struc- 
ture against fire, windstorms, explo- 
sion, etc.); and, since redecorating of- 
ten follows a remodeling, personal 
property (furniture, artwork, stereo 
equipment, etc.). 

First and foremost, you must be sure 
your contractor is adequately insured. 
In the event of a construction-related 
accident, you will want to be sure he is 
covered—and that you are “held harm- 
less” (a clause that will absolve you of 
responsibility). For large jobs, the Trav- 
elers Insurance Companies recom- 
mend asking to see his certificate of 
insurance. In addition to worker’s com- 
pensation, he should have public liabil- 
ity. Ask the contractor to have you 
named as an additional insured on the 
certificate for the duration of the job. 

If you decide to hire tradesmen 
yourself, consult your attorney or in- 
surance representative as to your re- 
sponsibilities. Depending upon the ex- 
tent of the job, the tradesmen will be 
considered either employees working 
for you, in which case you will need 
worker’s compensation; or indepen- 


/ dent subcontractors and they should 


have their own insurance. If they don’t 
have it, you need to get it. 

For small jobs when you intend to 
enlist the aid of a neighbor or local 
teenager, check your own liability cov- 





erage. Most companies recommend a 
least $100,000 worth. 


IF YOUR ADDITION BURNS DOWN... 

When it comes to updating you 
dwelling coverage, don’t put it off. It is 
possible that your newly remodeled o 
expanded home might burn to the 
ground and leave you without the 
means to replace it. Most policies stipu- 
late that unless you maintain insurance 
equal to at least 80 percent of the re- 
placement value of your home, partial 
losses are adjusted on an actual cash 
value basis. In other words, you receive 
only the replacement cost of the dam- 
aged portion less depreciation, rather 
than being paid for repairs in full, up to 
the limit of your coverage. Since an} 
addition or redo will increase the re- 
placement value of your home, your 
existing dwelling coverage may fall be- 
low 80 percent of the new replace- 
ment value. Don’t take that risk. 

Once the remodeling is complete 
and you buy just the right furniture or 
carpet to finish it off, call your insur- 
ance representative once again. You 
may want additional coverage for these 
items since the standard homeowner's 
policy only covers belongings up to 50} 
percent of the insured house value. 
You can increase this coverage or buy 
replacement value coverage at an ad- 
ditional charge. If you add items such 
as artwork or antique tapestries, you 
will probably want to have them 
scheduled on your homeowner’s policy| 
or insured under a separate policy, 
called a personal articles floater, which| 
provides broader coverage. @

Here Mr. Sa- 
ladino proved it by playing up 
the master bedroom’s view 
while still satisfying the own- 
ers’ needs for privacy and 
their wish for a handsome in- 
terior. “The view is like a mar- 
velous floor-to-ceiling paint- 
ing,’ Mr. Saladino says. “In 
order not to drown it out, I 
had to make some minimalist 
decisions—such as not cover- 
ing the windows and not us- 
ing too much furniture or too- 
strong colors.” As in the living 
area, the few furnishings are 
placed on the diagonal be- 
cause “it makes the space dy- 
namic.

its lights double as reading 
lights.

The designer continued 
his soft color palette and cre- 
ated a “neutral rainbow” for 
the ceiling: It’s painted in dif- 
ferent shades of beige that en- 
hance the incoming light 
without upstaging its sunny 
effects.

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How to Make 


the Most of City Living 


Lack of space, lack of sun—to some people these would be insurmountable 


problems. To city folk, they’re the challenge—a call to arms to 


gather up ingenious furniture, sunny chintzes and the inner 


knowledge that anything is possible.

Walking up New York’s Park Avenue 
one summer day, I happened to glance 
up at an apartment building across the 
street. All the windows in the 10-story 
or so edifice looked more or less alike: 
large closed rectangles with various 
sorts of shades or draperies vaguely in 
evidence. All but one. Open wide to 
catch the morning breeze, it sported 
checked curtains dancing merrily 
across the windowsill. Stretched across 
its length was a generous window box, 
its contents a profusion of bright red 
geraniums—the proud beneficiaries of 
the sun’s rays allotted them in the brief 
time it took the sun to travel between 
buildings on the other side of the 
street. The family who lived here, it 
was clear, knew how to make the most 
of city living. 

It is a special talent, known to experi- 
enced city residents and to some bright 
newcomers. And it can be learned. The 
key, of course, is not to be defeated by 
limitations like lack of sun or lack of 
space or lack of 100-year-old oak trees 
growing next to the porch. The coun- 
try has its charms, certainly—but so 
does the city. If you adopt an attitude 
of spontaneity, and a willingness to try 
uncommon solutions, the city’s limita- 
tions need not limit you. (If you can’t 
add a sun porch on the seventh floor, 
adopt the windowsill.) 

Take the problem of space, which, in 


cities, can pose some practical prob- 
lems and encourage some high-level 
ingenuity. People have installed stereo 
speakers in banquettes, lined protrud- 
ing ¢ beams with bookshelves, 
made | rve as sofas and tables as 
desks, even designed coffee tables to 
conceal pop-up TVs. A former down- 
stairs neighbor of mine, a Frenchman 
with traditional French tastes in deco- 
ration, but with only a tiny pied-a-terre 


in which to indulge them, had at the 
end of his comfortable sofa a round 
table draped in floral chintz, the fabric 


richly piped at its perimeter. On the 
table stood a beautiful antique brass 
lamp, several sporting photographs in 
silver frames and other assorted orna- 
ments picked up along the fast lanes of 
life. Concealed under the table skirt 
was his washing machine. 

Cities are full of such examples of 
ingenuity inspired by need—and in 
this way cities make Edisons of us all. 
No matter what you like to do, or how 
you like to live, you usually can. 

In decorating, of course, this is espe- 
cially true. Cities are the places where 
the modern and urbane can live amica- 
bly next door to the traditional and 
even the quaint. It is a tribute to cities’ 
celebration of individuality that in any 
given apartment building, you can find 
an assortment of decorating styles that 
ranges from minimalist modern to the 
cluttered look of a French hatbox, from 
Cole Porter top-hat elegant to cozy, 
comfortable American country. The 
great decorator Billy Baldwin used to 
describe his apartment, all shiny dark 
brown paint, white furniture and plen- 
ty of mirror and books, as “pure New 
York, New York.” But he designed 
apartments for others that might have 
been transported, chintz by chintz, 
straight from the English countryside. 

Cities, being magic themselves (as 
anyone knows who has ever looked 
down from an airplane window while 
flying over a city at night), can make 
allowances for this kind of creative arti- 
fice. If you happen to have a room 
without a view, you can always paint 
your own on canvas and hang it, 
framed, across the offending window. 
Or, if your window just misses visions 
of glory, do as one ingenious San Fran- 
ciscoan did: Mirror the window reveals 
to bring in the image that would other- 
wise be obliquely out of sight (in her 
case, of the Bay). A common city com- 
plaint—not enough light—was_ bril-

Another man, a believer in 
gardening as psychological therapy, 
produced enough vegetables on his 
four-foot terrace to feed what seemed 
like half the population of Cleveland. 
City dwellers sunbathe on rooftops,

and stargaze from windows (or else, 
what purpose could those telescopes 
serve?). And they produce in abun- 
dance the most varied, delicious and 
creative meals to be found anywhere. 

Here, of course, living in the city 
really helps. Gone are the days when 
one had to live next door to a farm to 
be assured of fresh produce. City farm- 
ers’ markets bloom in every urb, and 
greengrocers overflowing with fresh 
fruits and vegetables line the city 
streets. “One of the best things about 
living in the city is the nearness to 
food,” one enthusiastic metrophile 
says. “No matter what you're cook- 
ing—French, Spanish, Japanese, Indi- 
an—you know you can find any ingre- 
dient you need, from arugula to 
fenugreek, within a six-block radius of 
home.” I have a friend who specializes 
in wokery, another who makes fresh 
pasta as routinely as most people open 
jars of spaghetti sauce and still another 
who makes her own tortilla dough for 
the best tacos, enchiladas and burritos 
you ever ate. They all found their 
equipment, their ingredients and their 
recipe books where they live—in the 
city. 

Even if you're not cooking, you'll 
never starve in the city. As my food- 
loving friend says, “When you want to 
eat out, you can dine like an Italian on 
Monday, a Frenchman on Tuesday, a 
Thai on Wednesday, a Hungarian on 
Thursday....” (The list goes into the 
next month, and, well, you get the 
drift.) And now cities have added still 
another lifestyle support system, tailor- 
made for working families: the incredi- 
ble specialty food shops that let you 
stop off on the way home from work 
and pick up enough first courses, 
entrees, salads and _ desserts to 
serve a weekday family supper or a sit- 
down dinner for six without so much as 
lighting the oven. 

In fact, it’s precisely because cities 
offer such variety that the people who 
inhabit them can be such individuals— 
even eccentrics, some out-of-towners 
might say. You can spend every night 
at the opera if you want and come 
home to a setting out of Madame But- 
terfly. Nobody lifts an eyebrow. You 
can work in a modern, air-conditioned 
office tower, and make your nest in a 
room that looks like somebody’s front 
porch, full of wicker furniture and rag 
rugs and pots of geraniums. You can 
make million-dollar deals after lunch 
and work out in your private at-home 
spa before dinner. Because when it 
comes to making the city your own, 
there are no limits—and no rules. You 
experiment, sample, taste, try. You be- 
come part of the pace and the life and 
the glamor of city living. You take the 
best of it, and make the most of it. And 
that’s when you shine. @

A professional 
restorer tells how 
he uncovered 
the secrets of the 
Josiah Durkee house

found the Josiah Dur- 
kee house hidden in a 
pine grove, sinking 
slowly into the earth of 
Brookfield, Vt. A small, 
two-story Greek Re- 
vival building, it was not the 
showy result of an addition to 
a primitive homestead, but the 
original creation of local 
craftsmen who had adapted 
the popular style to a rural 
setting. They had retained, 
even at the late date of 1836, 
many Federal touches, includ- 
ing moldings and dentils iden- 
tical to those on older houses 
in the neighborhood.

sREEK REVIVAL ARCHITECTURE, as exem- 
ified in the Josiah Durkee house (see drawing at 
ight), gained popularity in the early- to mid- 
9th century as a reaction to the English-inspired 
‘ederal style. (It may be helpful to think of Fed- 
ral as the merging of the Colonial tradition with 
ingland’s more sophisticated late-Georgian style, 
vhich took the delicate detailing and graceful 
roportions of Roman domestic architecture as 
ts model.) Many influential men wanted a new 


orm to suit the young republic. Architects began 


o turn to what many of them considered the 
yurer classicism of ancient Greece—simple, 
traightforward, and therefore more appropriate. 
\lthough leading architects may have turned to 
sreece for intellectual reasons, the style caught 
n for emotional ones. The rebellion of the mod- 
rm Greeks against the Turks had captured 
\mericans’ imaginations. The country was be- 
inning to feel its Jacksonian oats, and a link 
vith the embattled “cradle of democracy” satis- 
ied a number of symbolic needs. Naturally, most 
yuilders remained more interested in imitating 
yopular details than in attempting to articulate in

The 
key to its exciting new look was tak- 
ing the awkward, uninspiring space 
and reshaping it—both physically 
and visually. First the ceiling was 
removed; the extra height changed 
the room’s proportions and added 
drama. Then, on the short end wall 
where there were two high 2- by 2- 


foot windows, a massive architectur- 
al fireplace was created—making the 
wall a focal point and bringing it 
visually closer to dispel the room’s 
corridorlike proportions. The rough- 
sawn pine that was used for an ex- 
tra-wide mantelpiece repeats the 
strong horizontal lines of the beams 
that span the ceiling to give the 
room the illusion of more width.

To get the proper scale for the fireplace and the 
wood storage bin, the owners sketched the shapes 
they wanted on the wall with chalk. Mason 
Wilhelm Brockmann then executed the design. 


(Every third joist was left in place, 
doubled up and boxed with the pine 
for a hefty appearance.) One final 
ingredient gave the changes even 
more impact: light. A pair of big 
sliding glass doors and skylights 
overhead make the whole room 
glow at any time of day. To prevent 
the light from getting harsh on the 
sunniest days, walls and ceiling are 
washed in a soft cream color; and 
because the skylights are operable, 
they release heat to keep the room 
cool in summer. Now what was once 
a mundane room in a tract house is 
open, lofty—and the most welcom- 
ing room in the house. @

Yet, while brandy, Scotch and vodka 
re all often served to accompany 
eals in China, the Chinese have 
any traditional drinks of their own 
hat go well with their cuisine. Some 
re regional specialties, little known 
utside the areas where they are pro- 
uced, but others are widely available 
hroughout China. They include wines 
istilled from wheat, millet, rice and 
ore recently, grapes, plus beer. 
We asked Willie Mark to put this 
ubject in perspective for us, to recom- 
end Chinese drinks that are available 
n Chinatowns across the United States 
nd to describe which ones go best 
ith the cuisines from different re- 
ions of China. 
Wines, he says, are most important. 
asically these fall into two categories: 
hite and yellow. White wines are de- 
ived from wheat or millet and have a 
igh alcohol content; yellow wines are 
istilled from rice and are low in alco- 
iol. The most widely known of all is 
robably Mao Tai, a millet wine, which 
njoyed sudden popularity in the West 
hen photographs of Richard Nixon 
nd Mao Tse Tung toasting their na- 
ions’ newly formed friendship with 
ao Tai were flashed worldwide. 
The white wines (another one well- 
nown here is Kiao-Liang) are either 
runk the way Russians drink vodka— 
hat is, tossed back neat in small quan- 
ities (which, incidentally, is how diplo- 
matic accords are celebrated)—or 
mixed with tonic or soda and poured 
bver ice to make a long drink. “Be 
arned—they really pack a punch,” 
ays Mr. Mark. The fiery millet-based 
ines stand on their own or are good 
ccompaniments to the robust dishes 
of Northern China.

The generic term for the yellow rice 
wines is Shiao Hsin, the name of the 
area in China from which they come. 
They are not unlike sake, the Japanese 
rice wine, and taste rather like dry 
sherry. Like sake, Shiao Hsin is served 
warm but not scalding hot. In Hong 
Kong, Mr. Mark says, rice wine is usual- 
ly brought to the table in a small silver 
pot, and then decanted into tiny cups. 
These are refilled again and again, so 
it’s hard to estimate how much you 
have consumed. Shiao Hsin goes well 
with any kind of Chinese food, from 
the starchy Northern dishes of the Pe- 
king area to the light stir-fried South- 
ern dishes of Kwantung province. And 
it is frequently used in cooking—for 
preparing specialties such as Drunken 
Crab and Drunken Chicken in which 
the ingredients are marinated for at 
least seven days in a mixture of yellow 
wine, spices and soy sauce. 

Another wine Willie Mark recom- 
mends is Kwe Hua Chin Chiew, a light, 
sweetish wine that is served chilled. Its 
mild flavor and low alcohol content 
make it a favorite accompaniment to 
meals in Hong Kong. Try serving it

and here an expert tells you the proper 


your authentic Chinese dishes 


with spicy Szechuan or Hunan cuisine. 

For a more exotic taste, Mr. Mark 
suggests Wu Chia Pia, a liqueur with a 
strong flavor of herbs. It’s an interest- 
ing complement to either Szechuan 
dishes or the heavier Peking cuisine. 

In recent years, the Chinese have 
begun to produce sweetish white wine 
made from European-style grapes. 
Look for the brand called Great Wall, 
which resembles a German hock or 
Rhine wine and goes well with all kinds 
of Chinese cuisine. “Don’t let the name 
put you off,’ notes Mr. Mark. “You’d 
have to drink a lot before you knock 
your head against the ‘wall.’ ” 

Oriental beer, according to Mr. 
Mark, also goes well with Chinese food. 
The most popular of the beers pro- 
duced in China is a lager-type—Tsing- 
tao, made in the city of Tsingtao. An- 
other good choice is Hong Kong’s most 
popular beer, San Miguel. “San Mig,” 
as it is known in Hong Kong, was first 
produced in the Philippines, but today 
is also brewed in Hong Kong. It, too, is 
a lager-type beer. 

If you're serving Chinese cuisine at a 
buffet party (many Chinese dishes can 
be delicious hors d’oeuvres or finger 
food) you might offer guests a Cheong- 
sam. This drink was invented in 1979 
by Leung Shin-Fai, barman at Hong 
Kong’s famous Colonial-style Repulse 
Bay Hotel, for a cocktail contest. It is a 
subtle blend of 1 ounce gin, '/, ounce 
maraschino liqueur, % ounce white 
creme de menthe, | ounce fresh lemon 
juice, °/, ounce Seven Up and '4 ounce 
egg white. Shake together for 1 minute 
and serve in a chilled glass garnished 
with a cherry, lemon slice, cucumber 
slice and mint sprig. 

The name “Cheongsam” derives, of 
course, from the high-necked, seduc- 
tively slit Chinese dress immortalized 
by Nancy Kwan in the film The World 
of Suzy Wong. The Cheongsam cock- 
tail is just as powerful a stimulant as its 
namesake, so watch out for the effect it 
may have on you. 

Whether you pair your own Chinese 
cuisine with the lighter or the more 
potent of these drinks, toast it proper- 
ly—say “Ganbay.”@

Essential Glassware 


Surprising as it may seem, 
the kind of glass a wine is 
served in does alter the way 
it tastes; in fact, our ability to 
smell and taste the wine is 
directly affected by the 
shape of the glass. Then too, 
our appreciation of a wine is 
naturally enhanced by hand- 
some, delicate glassware. 

Wineglasses come in a be- 

wildering variety of shapes, 
sizes and colors, as well as 
price ranges, but making a 
choice isn’t difficult if you 
keep in mind certain re- 
quirements: 
e Preferably the glass should 
be clear, not tinted, and the 
bowl should be undecorated, 
so you can appreciate the 
color of the wine.

It’s the least spe- 
cialized and consequently 
the most useful. I find it’s 
perfect for all white wines 
and most reds. If you want a 
single, all-purpose design, 
this style is the one to buy. 

If your budget and storage 
space permit, there are four 
more types you might want. 

First, there’s nothing bet- 
ter than generous Burgundy 
balloons to show off a fine 
red wine at a special dinner. 
For sparkling wine, there’s 
the Champagne flute. To 
show off the bubbles, you 
need a tall, slim profile. 

The tasting glass design, 
based on a glass professionals 
often use when analyzing 
wines, makes an excellent 
all-purpose glass for port, 
sherry and brandy. 

The last design—the Mo- 
glass—looks lovely 
on a luncheon table. The tra- 
ditional green stem en- 
hances the color of Rieslings 
and Gewiirztraminers from 
Europe and California.

N | ow that the summer garden 
schedule is winding down, your 
main activity will be har- 
vesting fruits and vegetables.

merica’s favorite apple is the 
A Red Delicious. No wonder—its 

deep red skin and uniform 
shape make it the most attractive ap- 
ple, and its crisp, juicy sweet flesh pro- 
vides delectable eating. It’s also prized 
because it’s a long keeper—remaining 
fresh in storage for almost a year. 

Some stiff competition, however, is 
coming from the Granny Smith, an 
Australian native. Introduced recently 
to the United States from Great Brit- 
ain, this shiny green apple with its 
sweet/tart taste is a rising star. 

In addition to these, there are hun- 
dreds of apples of merit that rarely ap- 
pear on the grocer’s shelves. Mail-or- 
der catalogs offer many varieties, 
including new hybrids. 

In our test gardens, for example, 
we've grown a new variety called Ida 
Red whose snowy white flesh is sweet 
and aromatic. The fruits are best when 
picked after the first frost. 

Another type we enjoy is Tolman 
Sweet, an antique variety rarely seen 
today. It produces golden fruits that 
are honey sweet, and is one of the har- 
diest apples—a quality that has led to 
its reintroduction in the catalogs. 

My favorite fresh eating apple is an 
old variety usually grown for cider. 
Called Red Stayman Winesap, but 
commonly known simply as Winesap,

By MORDECAI SIEGAL Here, then, are some important grooming tips: 
Plesk BRUSHING AND COMBING 

Dirt on a cat’s body will cause a variety of skin ailments 
that can become serious. Also, bear in mind that a healthy 
cat will usually preen himself by licking his coat, and that 
whatever is in or on the fur will eventually be ingested— 
anything from parasites to broken glass. Fleas, ticks, lice 
and worms carry infection and potentially fatal illnesses. 
(Usually, a dull coat and listlessness indicate that a cat is 
sick or about to get sick.) 

As a cat licks his coat, he will also swallow fur. Eventual- 
ly, it accumulates into a strand and must be expelled 
naturally or removed surgically. These hair balls can 
cause serious blockages. To prevent them, groom the cat 
every day, or as often as possible. 

Short-haired cats require either a hard-rubber or a natu- 
ral bristle brush, plus a fine-tooth steel comb. 

Long-haired cats require a natural bristle brush and 
several combs. The most common is the combination half- 
medium and half-fine-tooth comb. It should be made of 
steel with long, tapered teeth set widely apart. The fine- 
Combing the head is the last step in grooming your long-haired cat. toothed section is recommended for the legs and neck in 
To protect his newly brushed coat from debris, use a coffee filter. addition to minor tangles in the fur. 

A very fine-toothed comb or flea 








comb is ideal for combing face furnish- 
ings (the fur around the face). The 
length of the teeth should be in accor- 
dance with the length of the coat. 

Before brushing and combing both 
long-haired cats and short-haired cats, 
wet your hands and massage the coat 
to loosen and pull off dead hair. Next, 
apply a protein coat conditioner. This 
type of product nourishes the skin, pre- 
venting dryness and adding a luster. 

Short-haired coats should be first 
brushed and then combed. With a nat- 
ural bristle brush or a hard-rubber 
brush, stroke the coat with long, gentle 
motions. Brush from shoulder to toe, 
from nose to tail. 

Next, use a fine-tooth comb in much 
the same way. The comb massages the 
skin, unifies the lay of the fur and adds 
a luster. Professionals also “polish” the 
coat by rubbing it with a silk scarf or 
chamois cloth. 

Long-haired coats should generally 
be combed first and then brushed. 
Starting with the body, comb the long- 
est hair with the medium-tooth portion 
of the comb. Work upward and out- 
ward as you stroke the back, sides and 
behind the legs. Do not forget the 
flanks, belly and entire leg areas. Take

and frieze molding. On the original 
casement, I found an early window de- 
tail mirrored in profile on the old 
sheathing, showing us the original drip 
cap and molding. It was also the profile 
on the sheathing that gave me the first 
evidence of the size of Durkee’s re- 
markable front entrance. The width of 
the side casings indicated the presence 
of pilasters. Knowing this, and finding 
the original double-stud mortises on 
each side, I could replace the entrance 
in its original spot. Better yet, the base- 
ment shelves yielded the transom and 
sidelights of the old entrance. With the 
original door still in use, the recon- 
struction was complete. 


Windows and doors—On the Durkee 
house, both sashes and casements of all 
windows had been changed. The new 
windows had been left in their original 
locations on the long-eave side of the 
house, but they had been too big to fit 
into the gable ends. Victorian renova- 
tors had solved this problem by simply 
leaving some out. To accurately restore 
original windowpane size, I merely 
compared the rough opening to those 
neighboring houses built at approxi- 


mately the same time. In the pedi- 
ment, however, I found a large rectan- 
gle of new sheathing and widely 
spaced gable studs, so I had to make an 
educated guess. Rectangular, arch and 
elliptical styles were all appropriate‘ in 
the Greek Revival period. Josiah cut no 
corners on his formal front, so I chose a 
nice elliptical window. 

Although restorable windows are 
rare, original doors in decent shape are 
fairly common. In Durkee’s house, I

found good, solid six-panel doors on the 
first floor and matching four-panel 
doors upstairs. These were handmade 
raised panels, with thumbnail moldings 
cut on the stiles and rails. They had 
only one layer of original milk paint 
and their latches were intact. Of all the 
doors in the house, only the exterior 
ones needed restoration. 


Hardware—Old hardware is gold in 
the restoration and antiques world. As 
a result, most original hardware has 
been removed from old houses. It is 
important to locate and remove all 
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hinges and latches that may have sur- 
vived; a good blacksmith can repro- 
duce them later. If latches are original, 
a careful check will show that they are 
attached to the wood beneath the first 
layer of paint. The sharp eye will more 
often be forced to observe only the 
outlines of removed hinges and latches, 


’ which can sometimes indicate the style 


of the original hardware. The Durkee 
house had all original latches. Better 
yet, the builder had used Suffolk latch- 
es, considerably older than the house, 
secured with old, blunt-tipped screws 
first available in the early 1800s. 


Floors—Original floors in the Vermont 
area are almost always wide, hard, jack- 
planed pine, usually painted either red 
or gray. Their edges are always simply 
butted. Exceptional floors often exhibit 
examples of stenciling, grain work or 
spatter work, all conceived to brighten 
floors before carpets had evolved from 
the popular bed rug. I discovered that 
the front bedchamber of the Durkee 
house had, under layers of filth, faint 
black grain work on gray paint. This, 
combined with near-perfect original 
jack-planed floors, constituted a fabu- 
lous find, which was enhanced by the 
fact that the old maple stairs came out 
intact and went right back into the res- 
toration, untouched. Original stairs 
were usually replaced with a straight 
run when the chimney mass was re- 
moved. We always keep a sharp eye 
out, especially in the cellar hole and 
attic, for hints of even one original 
carved or turned baluster or post. An 
entire balustrade intact is rare indeed, 
but we found one in perfect condition 
in the Durkee house. It was extremely 
simple—hand-painted and with the 
classic ogee on the railing—and 
seemed to predate the house. Perhaps 
the builder was an old man when he 
dabbled in Greek Revival, and re- 
tained some favorite details of an earli- 
er time. He built with integrity, for the 
rigid balustrade could only be shifted 
after removal of all wooden pegs. 


Roof—tThe oldest post-and-beam struc- 
tures in Vermont are hardwood, usual- 
ly oak or beech. After 1800, most 
houses were built of pine, with hard- 
wood bracing and oak pegs. The real 
key to structural health, however, 
seems to lie not in the type of wood 
used in the frame, but in how well 
subsequent owners maintained the 
roof. Continuous seepage of water 
through a disintegrating roof slowly 
eats through mortise and tenon joints, 
and the house deteriorates quickly. 
The finest restoration prospects are of- 
ten those that received metal roofs be- 
fore abandonment. Many others in ex- 
cellent shape lasted because of a 
change to slate roofing in the late 
1800s. The Durkee house’s old asphalt 
roof, though past its prime, was caught 
just in time. Our repairs were limited 





to scarfing pieces onto the two-story 
posts that had been mercilessly hacked 
out during a reckless renovation. 


Chimney mass—The arrival of the effi- 
cient wood stove spelled an almost 
complete end to the original chimney 
masses used in Vermont for heating 
and cooking until the second quarter of 
made bricks were reused in new stove 
the 19th century. Some of the hand- 
made bricks were reused in new stove 
chimneys and foundation repairs. An 
old wooden surround found buried in 
wall plaster or thrown in an attic is often 
the last remnant of the chimney mass. 

Once again, the Durkee house 
proved to be an exception. We discov- 
ered its original mass intact, along with 
a hand-carved soapstone firebox in the 
parlor and a smaller bedroom fireplace 
with the original soapstone lintel. 

Some mysteries of detailing have lit- 
tle to do with historical styles or the 
ravages of time. When we took down 
the plaster ceiling of the second floor, 
we assumed we would find the original 
split lath. Instead, we discovered new 
lath, secured by new nails. Careful in- 
spection revealed no other holes or evi- 
dence of previous ceiling lath. Without 
lath, there could have been no plaster. 
Josiah must have left the joists exposed 
in the second-floor ceiling, an inexpli- 
cably rough touch in such a formal 
house. Unless, of course, his frugality 
had gotten the better of him. I took 
great glee in leaving the joists exposed 
in honor of old Josiah Durkee.

forehead in an upward and forward di- 
rection. Fur around the ears should be 
combed upward with the very fine- 
tooth comb; cheek hair should be guid- 
ed forward and outward. Comb the 
feet and the legs with the fine-tooth 
portion of the combination comb. 
Stroke leg hair in an upward direction. 
Comb the fur between the toes up- 
ward with the very fine-tooth comb. 

As a final step, use your soft, natural- 
bristle brush to gently stroke with the 
lay of the fur from the shoulder to the 
haunch to the tail. The brush should 
catch any remaining dead hair while 
applying the finishing touches. 

Daily combing and brushing will 
help prevent tangles, knots and mats in 
the fur of the long-haired cat. There 
are several fine, de-tangling liquids 
available, used in conjunction with a 
seam ripper or de-tangling tool, that 
make mat removal much easier. 

People who live with cats believe 
that their pets’ personal appearance 
and hygiene make them feel good and 
act somewhat aloof.

Design discoveries that capture the best of old and new—an award-winning 
contemporary chair and a fabric inspired by 17th-century Chinese silk 


ane Webster is one of the most 

down-to-earth women I’ve ever 

come across: a real grub-in-the- 

earth gardener, a golfer, & good 
cook and as capable of scrubbing a 
floor as she is of chairing the meetings 
of her college club. But you might not 
suspect this if you'd only seen her re- 
ceiving dinner guests in her mauve- 
pink and pearl-gray Regency-flavored 
living room. Here, in one of her softly 
draped chiffons with her white hair 
sleekly brushed in a chignon, she sug- 
gests a grande dame who hasn't a re- 
sponsibility in the world except to 
charm and delight her company. “She 
has the look of a Greek goddess,” a 
mutual friend whispered to me on one 
of those evenings—a comment that 
seemed particularly coincidental a few 
days later when Jane called to talk 
about choosing a pair of chairs we both 
thought the room needed. “Forgive 
my place-dropping,” said Jane, normal- 
ly the most modest of people, “but I 
think I saw exactly the kind of chair I'd 
like the time we were invited to the 
American embassy in Cairo—and that, 
I suppose, would be-impossible to track 
down?” 

At this point I surprised both myself 
and Jane. The chair came right to 
mind, because I so admired Rita St. 
Clair, its designer and erstwhile presi- 
dent of the American Society of Interi- 
or Designers. “You’ve a good eye, 
Jane,” I said. “That chair is something 
of a classic in its own way and has al- 
ready been given two awards within 





the past two years—cited by the Re- 
sources Council in 1979 and just re- 
cently given the Daphne Award by the 
Hardwood Institute of the Hardwood 
Lumber Association.” It is a thoroughly 
contemporary, subtly curved piece of 
upholstery with exposed ash wood un- 
derpinnings and arm panels—a sculp- 
tural, elegant silhouette which might 
remind you of Greek or Regency forms; 
it’s a conversation piece, perhaps, but a 
beautifully comfortable one. It is cus- 
tom-made by David-Edward, Ltd., and 
particularly handsome covered in wool, 
but we ordered two in palest gray vel- 
vet to face each other in front of Jane’s 
black lacquer breakfront. Back to coin- 
cidence—the chair is called Diana and 
it suits its owner toa 7. 





A NEW PRINT FROM OLD CHINA 

It is no wonder that Sally Scott is the 
proud possessor of an 18th-century 
Chinese bed, a marvel of carved teak 
and proof that even the inscrutable 
Orientals were as much taken by the 
glamor of a four-poster as the rest of us. 
It comes to Sally via her great-grand- 
mother, an old China hand if ever 
there was one, born and bred in Shang- 
hai of missionary parents. Besides the 
bed and some jade and ivory, she left 
the family a treasury of anecdotes and 
the love for a good story, which is one 
of Sally’s most endearing qualities. “If 
that bed could talk,” said Sally, “it 
could tell us how it was smuggled out 
of China, piece by piece, carried 
through Asia to England, then sent to

America in a sailing ship that got 
shipwrecked off Bermuda. What man- 
darin ordered it built way back when? 
Who slept in it? Who was born in it? 

And now, as long 
as we're doing the bedroom over, all I 
ask of you is to find me a bedspread 
fabric worthy of it—maybe a Chinese 
documentary, if such a thing could be.” 

Well, such a thing not only could be, 
but is. Its called Palace Robe, from 
Schumacher’s La Vie Internationale 
collection, and its pattern is borrowed 
from a 17th-century Chinese lady’s silk 
robe in the jacket collection of the At- 
kins Museum in Kansas City. It’s a 
print of traditional stylized medallions 
in blue on a rose background aswirl 
with lotus blossoms; if we were to dress 
the venerable bed in embroidered silk, 
it would be no more appropriate a 
choice than this silky-looking mercer- 
ized cotton with traditional symbols 





that in themselves tell a story—a subtly 
designed pagoda for protection, a fish 
for abundance and freedom, an edging 
of heavenly clouds. Bordered on both 
sides, the fabric is 54 inches wide. 
(Without borders, it’s 50.) The pattern 
repeat is 18 inches and, while we chose 
rose-red, color of happiness and cele- 
bration, the print is just as much of an 
eye-stopper on a blue, tan, beige or 
green background.

BD: You live in a rambling Park Ave- 
nue apartment with chintz-covered 
walls and a fine traditional look. How 
did you find your decorating style? 
MH: It has evolved. My wife, Duane, 
and I have lived in this apartment for 
10 years. Before that we lived in a mid- 
dling modern apartment, and before 
that, in a very strict modern apart- 
ment—one of those places where you 
couldn’t leave newspapers out. That 
was before we had kids. I had just gone 
into business, and I wanted the apart- 
ment to be a bold statement. I was 
working with David Hicks and he 
wanted it to be a bold statement, too, 
and so it was—geometric carpets, 
chrome, glass and all. 

BD: How do you design an apartment 
that balances being a showplace and a 
comfortable place for your family? 
MH: You have to come to terms with 
what you can live with and what you 
can't, how you like to entertain, how 
many books you want to accumulate— 
that’s what evolves in an apartment. 
BD: Your wife is trained in interior 
design—does she help make decisions 
about your apartment? 

MH: Absolutely. I always tease her 
about the stacks of books in the bed- 
room that get dusted like tables. She 
likes cozy rooms—and has patiently

lived in some very 
uncozy ones. 

BD: Why has your 
taste changed from 
contemporary to tra- 
ditional? 

MH: I fell out of love 
with plastic furniture. 
BD: As soon as you 
could afford better? 
MH: No, long before 
I could afford better. 
Even today we don’t 
own great furniture, 
just attractive pieces. 
BD: But you could 
have anything you 
want. 

MH: Not really. I 
would like a big $50,000 gilt mirror— 
which used to cost $12,000—but I have 
neither $12,000 nor $50,000 for a mir- 
ror. I do have lots of comfortable furni- 
ture and space for books and the things 
people give me when every birthday 
rolls around. I always keep the things 
people give me. 

BD: Are there any elements you've 
kept from the original apartment? 
MH: Yes, lots. I love objects of marble 
and porphyry, a kind of rock crystal. 
They're still in the apartment along 
with all the upholstered furniture. You 
know, you can change the arm on a 
chair or the trim on a pillow—we’ve 
had our sofas for 15 years and simply 
altered them to look modern or not. 
BD: Jn its current incarnation, your 
living room combines cotton print and 
English bustle-back chairs, a Chinese 
wedding chest and a Victorian desk. 
How did you manage to bring those 
diverse elements together? 

MH: We've had the chest since we 
were married. It was our coffee table 
in our first walk-up. I think that no 
matter what elements you select, if you 
select them with taste, they'll hold to- 
gether. It’s sometimes difficult to ex- 
plain why. Take, for example, a Picasso 
and a French table with a pre-Colum- 
bian object on it. We all know these 
look good together, but 80 years ago, 
nobody did it. It takes a daring person 
to make this kind of great stride. 

BD: Who are the people who have tak- 
en these great leaps forward?

MH: The late Cecil Beaton for one. 
Years ago he did a famous suite at the 
Plaza with a big Léger painting over a 
huge Louis XIV table along with a Lou- 
is XV chandelier. It was very bold— 
and it changed people’s way of looking 
at things. 

BD: Doesn't the use of color and fabric 
often do that as well? 

MH: Yes, but changing people’s color 
taste is a very big stride. 

BD: How has the palette changed? 
MH: Now, of course, there isn’t any 
one palette. There are jillions. We're in 
a period of great tolerance for bold 
new ideas—and for harking back to 
bold, old ones. The Victorian or Edwar- 
dian rooms that people talk about now 
are very bold. Our living room, which 
has rose-patterned chintz on the walls, 
is similarly bold. 

BD: Does this indicate a new direction 
in your work? 

MH: No—there are very prosaic rea- 
sons for the chintz. Our living room has 
no great pictures in it, so I covered the 
walls with chintz. I wouldn’t dream of 
hanging very good or great paintings 
on top of the fabric, though someone 
like Cecil Beaton would. That’s where, 
I suppose, I am rather conservative. 
BD: Is there anything happening cur- 
rently that’s a design breakthrough? 
Or has it all been done? 

MH: Oh, no. High-tech hadn’t been 
done—and_ high-tech did break 
through. But once it was done, there 
was no place to go. The room was dead 
on arrival. Right now, the Proustian 
fin-de-siécle room is a new thing for a 
lot of people. It’s been done forever, 
obviously—there have always been 
people who have loved burgundy vel- 
vet, deep fringes and 12-foot-high pic- 
tures—but today this style is beginning 
to be more widely known. 

BD: Why don’t we have any great de- 
signers designing innovative mass 
market furniture? 

MH: Perhaps this is too simple an an- 
swer, but I think the idea of mass any- 
thing is defeating. 

BD: But there are a number of func- 
tional items, from can openers to water 
glasses, that are very splendid. 

MH: Yes, but these are accessories. As 
far as widely produced furniture goes, I 
love Mies van der Rohe chairs—they’re 
huge and difficult to sit in for a lot of 








| people, but great looking. I had a Bar- 


celona chair. I adored it, but I ended 


| up selling it. 


BD: In summary, what's your favorite 
room to design? 

MH: A big drawing room or living 
room in a grand house of any period. 


| I've worked in some great modern 


houses, but I always love a chance to

Portuguese isle full of 


breathtaking surprises

ntil last May, when I saw it with 
my own eyes, Madeira was mere- 
ly the origin of that aging bottle 

of wine occasionally dribbled over 

mundane chicken livers to give them a 

little pizzazz and the birthplace of my 

mother’s marvelously embroidered ta- 
blecloth, which she exhibited only on 
the most auspicious occasions because 
it was the very devil to wash and iron. 

My apologies to Madeira. It turns out 
to be one of the most enchanting’ isles 
afloat in the Atlantic, and you begin to 
sense its personality at once, on the 
drive from the airport into the capital 
town of Funchal. You get an immedi- 
ate taste of its vibrantly green and ter- 
raced mountains, its profusion of flow- 
ers and its characteristic roofs that curl 
up at the corners like Oriental pagodas 
and then, astonishingly, are tipped 
with terra-cotta figures that may be the 
faces of women or replicas of birds on 
the wing. 

All new and exciting for a first-time 
visitor, Madeira has been known and 
loved by generations of British. They 
made it their R & R station on the way 
home from India, settled here to ply 
the wine trade and, to this day, come 
in their numbers to its gentle, subtropi- 
cal climate in flight from northern win- 
ter. In Funchal, the British influence is 
evident, and it is almost a_ touristic 
must to take afternoon tea at Reid’s, 


the mannerly landmark hotel that’s 
been the essence of Madeirian posh 
since the | 

Tourists are nothing new to Fun- 


chal—it’s been a cruise stop for many a 
year—but of | elers have been 
breaking dow high-season, De- 
cember-to-Apri! tique, and arriv- 
ing all year roun d why not?

holiday diversion from swimming to 
casino gambling. The hill and dale con- 
tours make it short on golf, but its one 
nine-hole course is spectacularly set 
among mountains with vistas to the 
sea. Best of all, towering high-rises and 
honky-tonks are strictly verboten, 
probably because the wise local au- 
thorities have observed how so many 
of the world’s loveliest resorts have 
been despoiled by over-development. 


Flowers know no 
seasons — camellias, 
honeysuckle, fuchsia 
all blossom at once 


In spring, Funchal’s streets are 
bowered in the purple-blue flowering 
of jacaranda trees, and the /evadas, 
those curious irrigation canals that 
come right into town from the agricul- 
tural hills, are roofed in wild bougain- 
villea. Follow the routes of the levadas 
by foot and you'll find yourself up 
among terraced farms, eucalyptus 
groves and pine trees, where sheep 
and wild pigs play and you can still see 
the sea. Besides all sorts of generally 
helpful information, the tourist office 
at 18 Avenida Arriaga has a great little 
walking tour booklet, designed for ten- 
derfeet as well as serious mountain- 
| eers. I, naturally, drove. 

Funchal is a town more to be sa- 








vored than sightseen, although there is 
a fine cache of 15th-century Flemish 
painting in the Museum of Sacred Art,» 
art given by the Flemish to old-time 
merchants in exchange for the island’s 
sugar; and there’s a beguiling little the- 
atrical museum in the Victorian, yet 
still working, Municipal Theater, plus a 
collection of early movie equipment. 

But the Madeirians themselves, at 
least to this traveler, are as fascinating 
as the island’s deep cratered gorges 
and gullies. This sinewy, tough lot, re- 
served but courteous, is clearly a breed 
of hard workers who can turn their 
hands to anything. Only strong backs 
and skilled human hands could have 
made the endless dry-built stone walls 
that keep the terraced farms from slip- 
ping precipitously into the deep glens 
and gilches that canyon the land like 
green fjords. Every oval black beach 
pebble that paves the roads and 
sidewalks of Funchal had to be set in 
place by hand (you’re a goner if you 
attempt to navigate these picturesque 
pavements in thin-soled shoes). 

But for a first-rate exhibition of 
tough bodies in action (and a hair-rais- 
ing thrill of a lifetime), take the famous 
“sleigh ride” from the hill town of 
Monte that plunges you down to Fun- 
chal and the sea. The “sleighs” are car- 
ros de cesto, two-seated wicker baskets 
on wooden runners that careen, skew 
and swerve over steep stone roads worn 
smooth by now, since they've been car- 
rying this (Continued on page 48)

merica by steamboat. It’s a vacation adventure that 
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peculiar transport since it was started 
in 1848 as a means of getting wealthy 
hill dwellers and produce down to 
town. The big point here, however, is 
that your life and limbs are in the hus- 
ky hands of two carreiros who run be- 
hind the basket controlling the speed 
and direction by pulling on attached 
ropes. It’s a rollicking adventure, once 
you get used to it, but what particularly 
impressed me was the sangfroid with 
which the couriers took the rough run, 
nattily dressed in white suits and straw 
boaters, as tradition dictates. It’s a 
proud profession, passed on from fa- 
ther to son, one that the likes of you 
and me would have a time breaking 
into. 

Funchal’s marketplace is a weekday 
morning kaleidoscope of colorful activ- 
ity where you may acquire anything 
from a two-foot stem of cymbidium or- 
chids (they grow wild in Madeira) to a 
carreiro’s straw hat, meantime getting 
an idea of the profusion of exotic pro- 
duce that comes off the land—avoca- 
dos, passion fruit, papaya, custard ap- 
ples and bananas the likes of which 
you've probably never seen. But even 
run-of-the-mill veggies are presented 
with flair—a heap of scarlet tomatoes 
wreathed in a circlet of lettuce, pota- 
toes mounded into pyramids. 

The market building is something 
else again with a bougainvillea-draped 
pergola in the center of its open court- 
yard. Here’s where the flower ladies 
ply their trade offering everything 
from forget-me-nots and calla lilies to 
carnations and birds of paradise. (Flow- 
ers seem to know no seasons _ here- 
abouts: camellias, honeysuckle, pansies 
and fuchsia all bloom happily at the 
same time along with the blossoming 
broom that covers the interior hillsides 
like golden waterfalls.) Descend to the 
fish market and make first-hand ac- 
quaintance with the mean-looking 
black espada, the delicate-tasting local 
fish that shows up on most menus, 
along with just-caught tuna and sea 
bass. 

Since tourists do not look like na- 
tives, you will not leave the market 
without being importuned to visit 
some of the embroidery “factories” of 
the area. Not factories, really, but 
workshops where skilled girls and 
women do the exquisite stitchery that 
turns up on handkerchiefs, table linens 
and even on sheets and pillowcases. It’s 
a wonder to watch | although this 
work is not inexpensive, anyone who 
appreciates the expertise it calls for 
will consider it a barg ops where 
the quality and design cularly ap- 

| pealed to me were The icira Shop

on the Avenida do Mar along the wa- 
terfront, the Casa do Turista and The 
Blue Bird on Avenida Arriaga. This last 
shop is located a couple of doors away 
from the Madeira wine headquarters 
where you might step in to learn what 
makes Madeira so special and to “wet” 
your embroidery purchases with a 
drink. 

No enologist I, but I gather that the 
specialness of Madeira has to do with 
its being fortified with brandy, baked 
for three months and given agitated 
shakings. It’s a wine that’s been around 
for a while, a favorite of pundits like 
Washington and Jefferson, but history

doesn’t specify whether they opted for 
the dry Sercial, the sweet Malmsey or 
settled, as I do, for the semi-dry Rain- 
water, which also happens to work 
wonders with chicken livers. 

Getting outside of Funchal is hardly 
like driving through the countryside 
anywhere else, if you think of country 
as farmland. Farms here are hillside 
affairs, hidden from the road on levels 
that descend into green volcanic 
craters. On the drive north to the 
2,000-foot peak at Portela such spec- 
tacular vistas open up every so often 
along roads lined with forest and 
groves of willow, fruit trees and mimo- 
sa. Would you believe groves of mimo- 
sa, perfuming the air while every other 
precious flower you ever saw in a flo- 
rist’s shop is just growing along the 
roadside—African daisies, orchids, the 
blue pomponned agapantha? I had 
trouble taking this all in, I'll tell you. 

As for those groves of willow, they 
grow for the island’s wicker industry, 
which probably had its start cradling 
wine bottles. Again the work of skillful 
hands, wicker is willow whips cut, 
blanched, peeled, woven into objects 
and lacquered. Not far from Funchal, 





in Camacha, the Arema wicker factory 
and shop are heaven on earth if you’re 
into baskets, tablemats or even such 
biggies as folding screens, window 
blinds or peacock chairs, and prices are 
low. Problem seems to be getting them 
shipped without its costing the earth, 
but if you shared the cost with a couple 
of other customers, you might be 
ahead of the game. (Cayros on Rua 
Fernao Orvelas in Funchal is Madeira’s 
most sophisticated, high-style home 
furnishings shop, worth a look-in.) 

At Portela, with its stupendous sky- 
high views of sea, cane fields and green 
cliffs, you can refresh yourself with the 
local cider, an acquired taste, and in- 
vest in more work of the human 
hand—the ear-flapped, tasseled wool 
knitted caps that Madeirian workmen 
seem to favor, socks and scarves 
worked by country women from wool 
that was not long ago on the backs of 
their sheep. 

Funchal does not lack for aecommo- 
dations, from pensions and first-class 
hotels to the luxey five-star establish- 
ments like Reid’s, The Savoy, The Ma- 
deira Palacio, The Madeira Sheraton 
and The Casino Park—this last the ar- 
chitectural achievement of Brazilian 
Oscar Niemeyer of Brasilia fame and 
shows a striking likeness. Across its gar- 
dens, the very elegant circular casino 
invites gamblers of all persuasions, in- 
cluding one-armed-bandit aficionados 
like me. Restaurants in all these top- 
notch hotels deserve top billing, but for 
especially memorable local color and 
typical dishes try the Estrela do Mar in 
an old stone warehouse in Corpo Santo, 
Funchal’s earliest part of town, where 
the grilled espada and a risotto of sea- 
food pleased my palate along with 
some Vinho Verde, the light young 
wine from the Portuguese mainland. A 
Seta on Estrada do Livramento, look- 
ing down on the town, specializes in 
beef on spits that hang from the rafters 
to the table, with crusty home-baked 
bread (bolo do caco) to sop up the 
juices’ Caravela on the waterfront is an 
upstairs veranda-like place that can 
furnish whatever your heart desires, 
Madeirian or otherwise. And up north 
at Faial; the modestly called Casa de 
Cha do Faial (tea house) can regale you 
in a garden setting with a local vegeta- 
ble soup and a mélange of fruits you 
won't soon forget. 

A word about language—it’s Portu- 
guese, and if you think it’s like Spanish, 
it isn’t. X’s and s’s are pronounced like 
shh, and if you see the word puxe ona 
door it doesn’t mean push; it means 
pull. Unless youre a linguist, forget it. 
Everyone speaks English anyway.

WHY YOU SHOULD HIRE AN INTERIOR 
DESIGNER

costly mistakes, prevent omissions and 
provide innumerable services that can 
have far-reaching effects on the com- 
pleted job. 

If you are about to move to a new 
location, you should consult an interior 
designer at once. He may be able to 
offer you good advice on which house 
or apartment to select so as to get the 
most favorable result from your interi- 
or design expenditures. He can also of- 
fer advice on which neighborhoods are 
appropriate for the particular lifestyle 
you want. 

If you are decorating for the first 
time, the trained professional can also 
give you invaluable direction. A right 
beginning will undoubtedly save you 
money. Or, if you are redecorating 
your current space, a designer can help 
you decide what to keep and what to 
discard, what to restyle or redo and 
can help you edit 


what to replace. He 
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your possessions without prejudice. 
The savings in moving expenses alone 
will warrant the expense of such a con- 
sultation. 

And finally, if you’re building a 
house (with or without an architect), 
the interior designer can help with the 
selection of building materials, the 
placement of windows, the planning of 
interior architectural details, the place- 
ment of electrical outlets and so forth. 

Your designer can even help you se- 
lect an architect or engineer with 
whom he has previously worked, 
thereby promoting the teamwork 
which can be a major cost saver. He 
might be able to avoid hiring other 
professionals by designing within the 
framework of existing conditions. 

Once a space has been decided 
upon, your interior designer will begin 
to plan its uses. This function is called 
space planning and includes the impor- 
tant matter of how the spaces can be 
made to serve the various functions 
that they will be expected to serve. It 
will be his job to show you how to 
glean the most from the space you 
have. Since he must find out as much 
as he can about you and your lifestyle, 
be sure you communicate your needs 
and ideas. 

Because of the high costs involved, 
interior design selections should be 
long lasting. Each should be made with 
consideration to its contribution to the 
overall design and its corresponding 
bite out of the budget. 

Selections of furnishings of the right 
scale, for example, are needed to suit 
your rooms. Scale refers to the size of 
the space, the size of its furnishings and 
their relationship to each other. 

The ‘trained designer can also help 
you achieve a congruous effect. Your 
selections for the furnishing of your 
homes are made because you “love” 
each item, but without any consider- 
ation as to whether the selections com- 
plement each other. Each piece of fur- 
niture should have some appropriate 
relationship to everything else within 
the space and each space should join 
the other spaces in a smooth transition. 
There should be unity, both in color 
and design. This easy transition from 
one space to the next is most important 
in modern interiors where rooms are 
often not separated by doors, but 
should be considered even in more tra-

ditional buildings. Everyone likes the 
element of surprise, but incongruity 1s 
a sure sign of amateurism. 

Another way the practicing profes- 
sional can help is to encourage you to 
select color for its suitability and not 
for its fashion value. The pleasant mix 
of styles of furniture and furnishings 
linked to appropriate color choices is 
the key to interior design as art. 

The biggest problem for the irterior 
designer is not selecting the elements 
for his design, but getting the work 
done. Locating and hiring the work- 
men, obtaining the materials and see- 
ing that a quality job is performed are 
skills that consume the largest part of 
his energy and time. Since the interior 
designer has developed a continuing 
long-term relationship with his work- 
men and suppliers, you are guaranteed 
better deliveries, better service and 
more consideration if matters of dis- 
pute arise. 

To get the job done, an interior de- 
signer will also help you establish a 
budget. Most people fail to realize the 
large number of items that are re- 
quired in the composition of the design 
of an entire space, and few add all the 
costs together and look at the grand

total. The experienced professional de- 
signer will point out this possible error. 
He will block out the space showing 
each element needed for the design. 
Then he will make an itemized budget 
allocating a reasonable and appropri- 
ate amount of money to be spent on 
each of the various design elements. 

If the total costs more than you can 
afford or want to allocate, you may 
choose a more moderate approach. 
You could do only that part of the work 
which you can afford to do presently. 
Postponing some of the work is a 
healthy solution and can be accom- 
plished by doing only certain specified 
rooms. Or only a certain portion of the 
entire job can be done for the present, 
for example, background work such as 
contracting, painting, rugs, floors and 
window treatments, leaving the pur- 
chase of the furniture or at least all but 
the most essential pieces for a later 
time.

Many people believe that the most 
important, perhaps the only, reason to 
hire an interior designer is service. 
They believe, rightly or not, that they 
could do it themselves except for time 
and other priorities. They have the fi- 


wide choice of models n 
and finishes makes Hunter fit any deco 


nancial means with which to hire a. 
professional who will, in turn, hire the | 
workmen, do the leg work of locating 
sources and supervise the installations, 
leaving them free to pursue their lives. 


Although the facts may not be quite as | 


simple as that, it is true that a compe- 
tent interior designer can be expected 
to provide not only sources, but quality 
control advice in such areas as electri- 
cal, heating and cooling, plumbing, ca- 
binetwork, marble and tile installations 
and many other trades. 

In all these cases, the designer will 
act as your purchasing agent—placing 
orders, following up the seemingly 
endless paperwork, checking on deliv- 
eries, overseeing installations and tak- 
ing care of the necessary details. 

Beyond all this, the professional de- 
signer can rightfully be expected to co- 
ordinate the various trades so that time 
is used economically, one trade follow- 
ing the next in an orderly way so that 
the work completed by one is not inad- 
vertently damaged by another. For ex- 
ample, a painter should be scheduled 
so he can’t drip paint on a newly fin- 
ished floor. 

And finally, the competent and con- 
scientious interior designer arranges 
the new furnishings and furniture, 
helping with the choice of useful and 
decorative accessories. Even more im- 
portant, he can show you how to ac-

Use large glazed areas on southern expo- 
sures when direct solar gain is desirable. 

Incorporate roof overhangs or other 
shading devices (such as awnings or 
porches) to shade windows and walls, 
and hence prevent excessive heat gain 
in summer. 

In cold climes, locate uninhabited 
spaces, such as garages or sheds, on the 
north exposure of the house to act as 
barriers to cold winds. In warm climes, 
do the opposite to help reduce direct 
solar gain. 

Insulate now, not later 

@ It almost goes without saying that 
you should insulate new room addi- 
tions and rooms converted from un- 
heated spaces, such as attics and base- 
ments. For new construction, a 
minimum R-value of 30 to 38 is recom- 
mended in the attic and of 19 in the 
walls. For a super-insulated wall, have 
it framed with 2 x 6’s, 24 inches on 
center. Fill the cavities with batt insu- 
lation and sheathe the outside with °/4- 
inch rigid panel insulation. 


Insulate walls when you re-side 
@ The best time to insulate exterior 
walls is when you’re about to re-side 
your house. It’s much simpler and less 
costly to blow insulation into wall cav- 
ities if you don’t have to worry about 
patching over the fill holes afterward 
to match the surrounding siding. 

Wall insulation can also be added in 
the form of rigid panels beneath the 
new siding. Panels have the advantage 
of forming a skin over the entire wall— 
not just in the voids between the plates 
and studs. 

Insulate foundation walls 

® Perimeter foundation walls are the 
second largest area of heat loss in an 
otherwise insulated home, according to 
Dow Chemical Corporation. It’s also 
the area homeowners are likely to for- 
get about. When building a new room 
addition, have the contractor include 
foundation insulation in his estimate. 

When upgrading an existing home, 
the most logical time to insulate the 
foundation wall is when you re-side. 
The contractor is already there—and is 


likely t using the same or similar 
insulating materials beneath the siding.

A convenient time to increase attic 
ventilation is while you are re-roofing 
or re-siding. The rule of thumb for nat- 
ural ventilation is one square foot (144 
square inches) of net-free vent area for 
every 300 square feet of attic floor. If 
you have a severe moisture problem or 
if the attic insulation has no vapor bar- 
rier, double the amount of ventilation. 

Ideally, vents should be located ei- 
ther at the roof’s ridge and under the 
soffits or at the gable and under the 
soffits. 

Incorporate a vestibule or foyer 
@ When adding an entry to the wind- 
ward side of your house, it pays to in- 
corporate a vestibule or foyer. By hav- 
ing an entryway with two doors, and a

Existing windows should be replaced 
or upgraded during a remodeling—de- 
pending on their condition. If the sash- 
es are sound and fit the jambs tightly, 
all they need is weather stripping and 
storms. If there is warping or evidence 
of decay at sash, sill or jambs, the units 
should be replaced. Any unit, of 
course, is a potential replacement unit, 
but some manufacturers, such as An- 
dersen, make “replacement systems.” 
Not only are the windows sized ap- 
proximately to fit in the old openings, 
but they also include filler board, trim 
and other parts that eliminate the need 
for reframing and patching. 

To prevent excess solar gain through 
existing windows, blinds, shades or re- 
flective window films can be utilized. 
3M Corporation makes a reflective 
film which is reusable and rejects up to 
75 percent of the sun’s heat in sum- 
mer. Water activates the film’s adhe- 
sive and the product can be easily in- 
stalled by a homeowner. 








Add a ceiling fan 

@ Fans help save energy in two ways: 
In the summer they generate a con- 
stant breeze that can make 82 degrees 
feel like 75. In the winter, fans recircu- 
late heated air which otherwise tends 
to hug the ceiling. An even tempera- 
ture at ceiling and floor may allow you 
to keep your furnace thermostat low- 
er—while maintaining the same com- 
fort levels for inhabitants. 

Use vapor barriers 

@® Without a vapor barrier, moisture 
from inside your house will pass 
through the walls and ceilings and con- 
dense on your insulation, thereby re- 
ducing its effectiveness. When adding 
or extending a room, have a separate 
vapor barrier of six-mil polyethylene 
sheeting stapled to the framing after 
insulation has been installed. 

If you're redoing an existing space 
(and don’t have access to the inside of 
the wall or ceiling cavities) use one of 
the new paint-on vapor barriers (see 
Product Information).

In addition, Breuer’s 
chair looked new, and as J. Stewart 
Johnson says, “Not only was it ma- 
chine made, it looked machine made. 
The cool austerity, the sleek gleam 
of metal were exactly what had been 
needed to bring the modernist inte- 
riors to life.” After all, a new archi-

Everywhere a teardrop fell, a tulip ap- 
peared. In actuality, tulips originated as mountain wild 
flowers in Central Asia, slowly migrating to many parts 
of Asia and the Middle East. Members of the lily fam- 
ily, they grew wild in the Holy Land, and some histori- 
ans believe these early tulips were the “lilies of the 
field” of the Bible. 

The word tulip derives from fuliband, the Turkish 
word for turban, which the blooms were thought to 
resemble. The flowers were very popular in Turkish 
gardens, and by the mid-1500s, the Turks were paying 
high prices for cultivated varieties. In 1593, Viennese 
botanist Carolus Clusius brought his collection of tulips 
grown from Turkish seeds to Holland where, because 
there’s much rain and the days are often bleak and gray,

these colorful flowers became an overnight sensation. 
Dutch gardeners noticed that some amazing things 
were happening to their tulipsp—some showed unusual 
variations in color, usually stripes or spots. These vari- 
ations must have seemed magical to the Dutch, but we 
now know they were caused by a virus transmitted by 
an aphid. The virus-induced mutations produced one- 
of-a-kind bulbs with unique flowers, which, because of 
their beauty and rarity, were highly desirable. This 
phenomenon in the 1630s led to the event in history 
known as_ tulipomania, when enthusiasts began to 
compete to possess the rarest bulbs. One man offered 12 
acres of building ground for a single tulip; another paid 
the sum of 4,600 florins, a new coach, two horses and 
harness—the equivalent of $40,000 today—for a single

bulb of the crimson, blue-gray and white striped vari- 
ety Semper Augustus. People all over Holland and in other 
parts of Europe invested in tulips on the stock ex- 
changes of the major towns in the Netherlands, and 
many fortunes were made overnight. But by 1636, pru- 
dent investors realized the demand could not inflate 
indefinitely. A panic seized the market, prices fell and 
tulipomania was over. 

Few of the plants from those days exist today (some 
that do are shown above), but there are over 800 
varieties from which you can make a selection for your 
own garden. Mid-October to mid-November is tl 
proper time for planting. In Garden Guide, page 152, we 
tell you how to plant them, along with a guide to tulip

e’s a lover, a poet: Who else would insist on

“Cooking is communication,” says Roger Vergé, own- 
er/chef of the French Riviera’s three-star Moulin de 
Mougins and author of Roger Verges Cuisine of the South of 
France. “His food is simple the way Japanese food is 
simple,” says one of his co-workers. The presentation 
of each course depends on the contrast of colors and 
textures of the foods themselves. Assembly and gar- 
nishes involve no separate steps, nothing extraneous to 
the flavors. The combinations of foods and their inter- 
actions are totally thought out: “Think of a chocolate 
cake,” explains Vergé describing how he builds a menu 
that often makes a point of repeating ingredients. 
“There is one chocolate flavor in the cake, another in 
the filling, a third in the icing.’”” One meal he devised for 
this session, for example, featured a dish combining 
lamb, eggplant and tomatoes in a layered arrange- 
ment—a ratatouille, which also included eggplant and 
tomatoes, was served alongside.

Today, Napa is the brightest facet of 
California winedom and the soul and 
spirit of American wine making. Its 
fame lies in its excellent wines which, 
at their best, astound the French, rival 
the Rheingau’s and impress the most 
skeptical EFasterner—and in its extraor- 
dinary physical beauty. 

Over 27,000 acres of grapevines 
march across the valley floor and up 
the foothills in precisely measured 
rows, as if to the tune of a distant vint- 
ner (of many vintners, actually, and 
none of them too distant). Napa now 
has 104 wineries, and that number in- 
creases so quickly that a count today 
may be obsolete tomorrow; it is the 
greatest concentration of wine making 
in the country. 

Cloistered east and west by moun- 
tain ridges, the Valley runs some 30 
miles from the town of Napa north to 
Calistoga, and stretches no more than 
five miles across at its widest. 

Most of the year, it is a green and 
golden land, its luxuriant vineyards 
outlined with grasses the color of a li- 
on’s mane. In late fall, the leaves of the 
shorn vines turn gold and russet. And 
just before spring arrives, while the 
vines are still dormant, the yellow mus- 
tard flowers bloom around them in glo- 
rious abandon. 

This month there is a whisper of fall 
in the air. The harvest will soon be 
finished, the year is ending. And yet, in 
a sense, it is just beginning, for the new 
wines perpetuate the vintage. They 
are Napa’s immortality in a bottle. 

The first vines were planted in this 
magical valley probably in the 1830s, 
and the first commercial wine was 
made by Charles Krug in 1858. Since 
then, Napa Valley’s fortunes have 
soared and slumped many times. 

But the Valley’s wine industry was 


never down for long—not with the 
kind of men and women who were 
attracted to the vine. People of great 
vitality and optimism, they re-estab- 
lished old wineries, opened new ones, 
planted vineyards and rebuilt trade. 
And, with a lively disregard for tradi- 
tion, they refashioned the Valley’s 
wine making, always looking for the 
better way. 

But Napa’s first 130 years of wine 
history were a prelude to the modern 
story. For the greatest, most important 
surge in Napa Valley’s wine fortunes 
began in the 1960s. The excitement 
that has always marked California’s 
wine industry took hold, and Napa Val- 
ley, the small, polished gem of that in- 
dustry, came of age. 

With the new spirit came experi- 
mentation. 

The French may have raised an eye- 
brow—if they noticed at all—when 
Jack and Jamie Davies re-opened the 
old Schramsberg winery in 1965 and 
vowed to produce California’s finest 
sparkling wine by the méthode cham- 
penoise. The Davies succeeded, and 
now the French, too, are making spar- 
kling wine in California. 

The French also doubted Napa could 
create Cabernet Sauvignon of Bor- 
deaux quality. But Napa did; and the 
French are now buying those Caber- 
nets. Germany didn’t believe anyone 
could match their Rieslings. Napa sur- 
prised them. 

The Burgundians laughed at Napa 
Chardonnay—until the Californians’ 
version began to equal, and surpass, 
their own white wines. 

Napa is also surpassing its own past 
efforts with Sauvignon Blanc and the 
red wines Zinfandel, Petite Sirah and 
Merlot. 

Pinot Noir, on the other hand, only 
rarely competes with Burgundy reds, 
made of the same grape. 

Climate changes dramatically within 
this small enclave, with the southern- 
most part of the Valley being the cool- 





est (and thus, best for early-ripening va- 
rieties such as Pinot Noir and the white 
grapes Gewurztraminer and Chardon- 
nay), and the upper Valley being warm- 
er (and better suited to Cabernet Sau- 
vignon and Sauvignon Blanc). 

Just as climatic conditions vary, so do 
the styles of wines. 

How would one describe a typical 
Napa Valley Cabernet Sauvignon? Big, 
rich, tannic, deep-flavored? Indeed, 
many excellent Napa Cabernets fit this 
description. 

But Robert Mondavi Cabernet is fine 
textured. Clos du Val Cabernet emu- 
lates Bordeaux. Stag’s Leap Wine Cel- 
lar’s is silky. Chateau Montelena Ca- 
bernet is restrained and elegant. 

And how does one give a general 
definition of Napa Chardonnay after 
tasting, for example, Grgich Hills and 
Burgess Cellars 1977 side by side? 
Same year, same grape, same valley; 
but the first is delicate and rounded 
with a subtle hint of wood, the second 
is full-bodied, oaky and crisp. Two fine 
wines, two entirely different styles. 

The glory of individualism.

The Mondavi winery produces well 
over a million cases a year; 300,000 of 
those cases are devoted to about a doz- 
en varietals. Among them are some 
stunning Cabernet Sauvignons, espe- 
cially the reserves (the highest quality 
wines of the vintage); Fumé Blanc, 
which each year is made in a slightly 
different style nudging it closer to 
Chardonnay; and Chardonnay, a 
smooth, delicate wine in which fruit 
and oak have been kept in balance. 

Robert Mondavi and his younger 
son, Tim, who has succeeded his father 
as wine maker, are currently putting 
their major efforts into mastering the 
elusive Pinot Noir. 

“In five years,’ Robert says, “people 
will be amazed at how good our Pinot 
Noir will be.” But there are other pro- 
jects, other goals. “We're constantly ex- 
perimenting, constantly trying new 
things. We want to produce regular 
bottlings that are the quality of our 
reserves, and reserves that are even 
better than now. All the wines will be 
better in the next generation. That’s 
what makes the wine business so excit- 
ing. There’s still so much to do.”

Sea Scallops Sautéed With Shallots 


tablespoons unsalted butter 

cup vegetable oil 

cup flour for dusting 

teaspoon salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

pounds sea scallops, sliced crosswise into halves 
large shallots, peeled and finely chopped 

cup dry white wine 

tablespoons fresh chopped chervil or parsley 


Heat butter and oil in large heavy skillet.

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It’s tulip time! Here’s a guide to dozens 
of varieties for you to plant now 


By KEN DRUSE 


pring really isn’t far away— 
especially for the gardener. © 


If you’d like a wonderful 
array of tulips from February 
through May (see Tulips for 


Spring, page 124), you should be 


planting them now. 


When choosing a site, remem- [J 


ber that tulips grow in full sun, but 
do best in a partially shaded area, 
protected from strong winds. 


There the colors are brightest and 
the blooms last longest. Tulips look 
best when planted in large groups or 
clumps of 10 to 30 of one kind. 
Clumps can be planted next to each 
other arranged by complementary 
color and height—smaller types in 


front, larger ones in back, and 
should be arranged by time of 
bloom so that when one group 
starts to fade, another will take its 
place. 

Smaller, wild tulips (known as 
species or botanical tulips) are 
making a comeback among gar- 
deners and are available now at 









doorway or in a rock garden. Larg- 
er flowering types such as the Fos- 

terianas can be seen from a dis- 
tance, and can be planted for a view 


from the house. 


Soil requirements are minimal, but 
tulips prefer a fast-draining medi- 
um; in areas that tend to collect 
and hold moisture, you may have to 
incorporate coarse builder’s sand 
into the soil. Large flowering tulips 
are planted 6 inches apart, and 6 
inches deep from the pointy top of 
the bulb to the soil surface. Smaller 
kinds should be 4 to 5 inches apart, 
and 4 to 5 inches deep. An easy 
way to plant them is to dig a trench 
or hole large enough to accommo- 
date all the bulbs. Place about an 
inch of sand in the bottom with a 
sprinkling of bone meal—nature’s 
own time-released fertilizer—and 
scratch them into the soil. 

After bloom, snap off the faded 
buds before seeds form. And don’t 
remove foliage until it naturally dies 
down (leaves make food to restore

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International movement's great uni- 
fying tones of white or light gray, 
Breuer’s interiors had an almost 
floating quality. 

(In fact, Breuer once humorously 
forecasted that the day would come 
when furniture would be completely 
invisible and people would sit down 
on columns of highly compressed 
air. This “invisible” chair was most 
likely on Breuer’s mind when he de- 
signed the Wassily chair, which has 
the outline of a transparent, over- 
stuffed club chair.) 

For interior accents, his personal- 
ized version of the primary colors 
were Breuer blue (a very intense mix 
of ultramarine and cobalt), pale lem- 
on and vermilion. According to his 
long-time partner Herbert Beckhard, 
his interiors were crisp and simple, 
as opposed to the complex ones of 
today. Simplicity was achieved 
through repeated reductions rather 
than the expedient. Breuer agreed 
with Le Corbusier’s statement that 
“a house is a machine for living.” 
“But,” Breuer amusingly observed, 





“you don’t want to get greasy if you 
lean against the wall.” It was 
Breuer’s contention that a place for 
living had to be “simpler, more ele- 
mental, more generous and more hu- 
man than a machine.” He agreed 
that form followed function—“but,” 
he once said, “not always.” 

And, it was in recognition of the 
range, scope and impact of Breuer’s 
work that the Museum of Modern 
Art planned, before his death, its 
largest exhibition devoted to a major 
furniture designer of the 20th cen- 
tury— ‘Marcel Breuer: Furniture and 
Interiors.” Christopher Wilk, the 
guest curator and co-director of the 
show, is author of the accompanying 
book that chronicles the history of 
Breuer’s furniture, interior design 
and architecture. 

Even the house itself was re- 
shaped by Breuer’s ingenuity, re- 
sourcefulness and love of experi- 
mentation. From his first three-story 
Harnischmacher house built in 1932 
in Wiesbaden, Breuer refused to be 
limited by the pure white geometric 
aesthetic of the International style. 
Always inventive, his details, sensi- 
tivity to textures and regard for sun 
control were ahead of their time. 

After he came to the United States 




















in 1937 to teach at Harvard with 
Walter Gropius, Gropius and he es- 
tablished a professional partnership 
from 1937-1941 that executed some 
of the most influential houses of | 
that period. These houses were the 
first to introduce traditional, indige- 
nous building materials like rough 
stone and natural wood siding with- 
in the vocabulary of the modern aes- 
thetic of steel, glass and concrete. 
(This love of experimentation with 
materials continued in the 1930s 
with his Isokon furniture line in 
laminated and bent plywood, and 
also in a line of aluminum furniture. 

In 1949 Breuer was invited by the 
Museum of Modern Art to design 
and build a house in the Museum’s 
garden. This house demonstrated 
two Breuer inventions: the butterfly 
roof, which allowed the use of both 
one- and two-story spaces under the 
same roof, and the binuclear or H 
floor plan in which children and 
parents occupy separate wings. 

Like his furniture, Breuer’s houses 
worked on two levels: as places to 
live and as works of art. In fact, 
according to Breuer’s chief chron- 
icler, Peter Blake, this dualism is 
Breuer’s principal philosophical con- 
tribution to modern architecture.

Brush Up 
On Dog Grooming

hen your dog walks into the room and every- 

one else leaves, it’s time to rethink his groom- 

ing routine. He should not resemble an untied 

bale of hay or smell like an unswept zoo. Ev- 

ery dog, no matter what his or her lineage, has 
a bit of elegance or a touch of class just waiting to be 
brought to the surface with a stroke of a brush or a dip in 
the tub. But the tools of the trade can intimidate even the 
most devoted dog owner. 

Without a doubt, the most desirable of all options is a 
monthly visit to a professional dog groomer. Barring that, 
here is a concise guide to the tools that are useful and, in | 
some instances, indispensable for good grooming. 

BRUSHES 

Bristle: These brushes are the most universal grooming 
tools, needed for the care of both long- and short-coated 
dogs. They come in a variety of sizes and shapes, with soft, 
medium or stiff bristles. The one you select should be based 
on your dog’s size, coat length and coat texture. To decide, 
consult a groomer or pet supplies dealer. 

The best bristle brushes are made of natural bristles that 
are set directly into a wooden backing rather than a rubber 
one. A combination natural and nylon bristle brush is a 
decent compromise if economy is an important consider- 
ation. Soft natural bristles are best because they reduce 
friction, thus avoiding both discomfort for the dog and the 
static electricity that helps create mats and tangles. 

Pin: These are used to groom long-coated dogs of both 
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small and large breeds, such as cocker 
spaniels, borzois, Afghans and Shetland 
sheepdogs. A pin brush has long or 
short stainless-steel or chrome-plated 
pins with rounded ends. They are al- 
ways set into a soft rubber or latex base 
and remain highly flexible. The pins 
come in short, medium and long 
lengths and are selected on the basis of 
the dog’s coat. 

Slicker: Rectangular in shape, these 
brushes have wooden handles and are 
characterized by short, bent-wire teeth 
placed closely together, resembling the 
metal fins inside an air conditioner. 
They are available in small, medium 
and large sizes and are best for dogs 
with medium-length coats. Their pur- 
pose is to untangle mats and remove 
dead hair. But because they tend to 
break.some hair off at the ends, these 
very useful brushes are recommended 
only for pets and not for show dogs. 
The coarse metal teeth can also pull 
out individual hairs of long-coated 
dogs. Lambert Kay has recently devel- 
oped the Ever Gentle slicker brush for 
dogs and cats with delicate coats. 

Rubber; Made of one molded piece 
of rubber that includes the teeth, this 
brush is for grooming and _ polishing 
short-coated and  smooth-coated 
breeds. The rubber brush can also be 
used for shampooing and massaging 
the skin without scratching or irritat- 
ing sensitive dogs. It is of no use, how- 
ever, in the grooming of breeds with

long- or medium- length coats. 

Palm: This is an oval-shaped bristle 
brush held by a hand strap. The bristles 
come in soft, medium and hard tex- 
tures for dogs of short to medium coats. 
They are used in much the same man- 
ner as a horse’s currycomb. 

Hound glove: This resembles an 
oven mitt with either wire or fiber 
bristles on the palm side. It can be used 
for removing the undercoat or for cur- 
rying the smooth-coated breeds, espe- 
cially those of the hound group. Breeds 
such as the Rhodesian Ridgeback, ba- 
senji and rottweiler benefit greatly 


COMBS 

There is a great array of combs avail- 
able. One should buy the best quality 
for product durability and comfort of 
the dog. Dog combs of stainless steel 
are best and are usually manufactured 
in Belgium, France or England. It is 
desirable to match the length and spac- 
ing of the teeth to the characteristics of 
your dog’s coat. 

Half-medium, half-fine: This is a 
very useful comb for most breeds. The 
fine teeth are best for soft or silky hair; 
the medium teeth are used for dog 
coats of average texture. 

Both medium and fine teeth are 
used on different sections of the same 
dog’s coat. Half-medium, half-fine 
combs are made in various sizes to ac- 
commodate almost any type of coat. 
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Rake: When the fur of very heavy- 




























coated breeds such as the Old Engl 
sheepdog or the Newfoundland | 
comes twisted and matted, a ra 
comb (also called a matting comb) 
extremely useful. They come in seve [ 
sizes, with or without a handle. 
Flea: This is really a misnomer | 
cause the primary use of a flea comli 
to comb very fine facial and leg hi 
especially on silky-coated breeds.

Strip: Stripping is a technique 
thinning the coat, useful for remov & 
dead hair and for cooling off the dog 
the summer.

NAIL TRIMMERS 

Trimming your dog’s nails is an 
portant but often neglected task t} 
requires a special tool. Several ty} 
are available: 

Nail scissors: The primary differeip 
between these and regular scissor'|§ 
the rounded shape of the blades.

sanding or smoothing. All nail tr 
mers require caution when in use, 
this is especially true of the elec 
trimmer. Patience and practice, } 
tender loving care are necessary 
success with any of these tools.

henever I visit Washington, 
D.C., ’m reminded that, unlike other 
great world capitals, ours was made, 
not born. Famous cities like London, 
Paris and Rome grew as centers of 
commerce, culture and religion, and 
later became seats of government.

Created by congressional decree, it 
was so new that John Adams, the first 
president to live there, got lost in the 
woods on his way to the White House.

The most successful hostesses are those 
who know the appeal of serving their | 
own local specialties, whether it’s a 
gracious dinner with Louisiana jamba- 
laya or a luncheon under the trees at 
the Swedish embassy with gravlax, 
herring and aquavit. In Washington, it 
seems that everyone makes that extra 
effort to keep in touch with the lives 
they left behind and fondly remember. 

Having attended all kinds of parties, 
one thing I find to be true everywhere: 
The mark of a great hostess is thought- 
fulness, enthusiasm and above all, a 
real love of bringing people together.

In 1965, when architect I.M. Pei 
(pronounced Pay) was signed up 
to design the John F. Kennedy 
Library, few people outside of ar- 
chitectural circles knew his 
name. But by the time the library 
was completed, after a decade 
mommess atid a half of delays and problems 
in finding a site, Mr. Pei was well on his way to 
becoming one of America’s most widely appre- 
ciated architects. When his striking East Build- 
@ ing of the National Gallery opened in Washing- 
ton, D.C., it logged a million visitors in the first 
50 days. On July 22 of this year, a new Pei coup 
was unveiled: the West Wing 
of the Boston Museum of 
| Fine Arts, a three-story sky- 
light-lit addition that cur- 
'rently houses “The Search 
or Alexander” along with 
estaurants, shops, lecture 
ooms—even a tree-lined 
alleria designed purely for 
socializing. It’s this new role 
as a community gathering 
place that Pei’s buildings 
fseem particularly suited to. 
i The West Wing has separate 
"hours that are longer than 
the rest of the museum’s so it 
can better serve the public. 
ee this winter, The Nutcracker Suite is scheduled to be 
staged in the dramatic pavilion of the John F. Kennedy Li- 
brary, which, with a wealth of lectures, films and concerts, has 
turned into an important addition to the Boston community. 


THE NEW AMERICAN CAVIAR 


The czar of caviar has long been Russian sturgeon roe, gathered from large fish 
that roam the Caspian sea. But similar sturgeon are native to America—in fact, 
150 years ago we exported caviar. Now, thanks to concerted efforts by the caviar 
industry, American sturgeon are flourishing again. And the caviar they produce is 
much finer than the lumpfish, whitefish and sulmon rce that previously account- 
ed for most American caviar. Though not quite as highly regarded as Russian 
sturgeon caviar, the American 
version is getting rave re- 
views—and, at a third the 
cost, it is an excellent value.

there really wasn’t a chair she consid-) 
ered comfortable, other than the rock-; 
ing chair she prescribed for President 
Kennedy. 

BD: I’ve noticed more and more chairs 
that look like modest versions of yours.} 
How is that possible? 

WB: I “own” the designs in the sense} 
that if Brickel stops making a chair, the}} 
design comes back to me and I could 
have someone else manufacture it. But 
you can't patent a chair’s shape just as 
you can’t patent a dress’s line. 

BD: I suspect not all designers share 
your view about comfort being a pri- 
mary criterion for design. Is there any 
kind of standard for comfort? 

WB: Well, that depends on where you 
live. In Japan, people’s muscles and 
bones have formed so they can sit on 
the floor. In our society, the chair is the 
most important design for daily living. 
There are two other important sur- 
faces—the bed and the table. You don’t 
need much more. I always remember 
Fra Angelico’s little cell in Florence 
where he did his fantastic paintings. All 
he had was a table, a bed and a chair. 
BD: What are the greatest problems in 
the environments you see today? 

WB: Well, sometimes I cannot quite 
tell the difference between a resi- 
dence, a showroom and a restaurant. 
They're all so shiny, so show biz. And 
the rooms don’t have personality. I re- 
cently went to two apartments in the 
same evening, done by the same well- 
known designer. They were so similar 
in furniture, materials, even art that if 
you changed the guests, you wouldn't 
know which apartment was which. 
BD: There are recurring themes in ev- 
eryone’s work, yours included. 

WB: I'm talking about a much stronger 
statement—the overall design. 

BD: That sounds so serious. If a room’s 
an environment for living, it seems to 
me that there has to be some sense of 
play, some room for personality. 

WB: That’s exactly what is lacking. 
What we see very often, whether it is 
in a store or magazine, are rooms lack- 
ing in humor and art—the art of living. 
Everything’s too “set up.” 

BD: How do you live? 

WB: Oh, my life is very simple. I want 
very little materially. I spend half my 
time in the country, where I have a 
wonderful garden, and I travel a lot. 
I’ve been very influenced by Thoreau, 
Whitman and Montaigne. My philos- 
ophy is to keep things to a minimum, 
in my life and in architecture. I try to 
simplify and also find a sense of beauty 
and truth.

Where can you shop when you want a 
claw-foot tub to finish off your remod- 
eled bathroom? A panel of Art Deco 
stained glass to set off a sleek contem- 
porary room? Or authentic hardware 
to use in the restoration of your Victo- 
rian home? All these items and many 
more can be found at architectural sal- 
vage yards, operated by a new breed of 
antique dealers. Here you can also find 
fireplace mantels and fountains, spiral 
staircases and gingerbread molding, 
beveled windows and French doors, 
stone gargoyles and terra-cotta cher- 
ubs, oak cabinets and walnut back bars. 

Fragments from old buildings are 
called architecturals, a term rarely 
heard a decade ago. In the ’50s and 
60s, no one noticed that fine old archi- 
tecture was being razed for highways 
and urban renewal. Well, almost no 
one. A few sensitive and, as it turns out, 
shrewd architects and demolition con- 
tractors were distressed to see so many 
irreplaceable architectural materials 
mashed by the wrecker’s ball. 

“I couldn’t stand to see all these 
beautiful things destroyed because 
they were in the way,” says Louis Ir- 
ving, owner of Structural Antiques in 
Oklahoma City. “So I decided to save 
them until someone wanted them.” 
Sure enough, someone did want them. 
The Bicentennial inspired Americans 
with an appreciation for the past, and 
inflation started nudging the price of a 
new home beyond the reach of the 
average young family. Suddenly, archi- 
tecturals were in demand. 

Architecturals have obvious value to 
those who are restoring old homes and 
want original hardware, paneling and 
plumbing fixtures to complete the 
look. They are also surprisingly com- 
fortable contemporary settings. 
Some enterprising home owners have

Adapting architecturals for new uses 
is another provocative possibility. 
Stone gargoyles, carved corbels, terra- 
cotta tiles, cast-iron grates, Victorian 
fretwork and other objects are intrinsi- 
cally decorative, so many people treat 
them as wall hangings or freestanding 
sculpture. Other reuses are functional 
and decorative. A fireplace mantel can 
become the headboard for a bed. New- 
el posts are natural plant stands and 
table bases. Stained glass adds privacy 
when hung in a window; fretwork can 
divide a room without making it 
cramped. Corbels make unexpected 
brackets for shelves. Old doorknobs 
can be converted into faucet handles 
or coat hooks. Small cast-iron register 
grills become trivets. Often the best 
adaptations of architecturals match 
one-of-a-kind objects with a specific 
setting for a knock-out effect. 

Where are such treasures to be 
found? In the “good old days” of the 
‘60s and early ‘70s, people often got 
architectural materials for the favor of 
hauling them away. In some parts of 
the country that is still possible, though 
you obviously cannot strip a building 
without permission, no matter how

Some contractors, anxious about in- 
surance, will not allow anyone on the 
demolition premises except their own 


employees. Many do, however, have 


salvage yards where they stockpile re- 
useable building materials. Often, 
these materials are very functional— 
used two-by-fours, 
doors, surplus storm windows. Still, 
those who have the patience to 
scrounge may uncover a treasure at a 
price much lower than what they'd 
pay at a yard specializing in architec- 
tural antiques. Local salvage yards will 
be listed in your phone book under 
Demolition Contractors, Used Building 
Materials or Salvage. 

The most reliable source for archi- 
tecturals is one of the new 50 or so 
dealers specializing in materials who 
have sprung up around the country, 
mostly near major metropolitan areas. 
Most have staggering inventories with 
hundreds of doors, dozens of stained- 
glass windows and rooms filled with 
fireplace mantels. Inventory fluctuates

salvage yards prefer walk-in business, a 
few prepare catalogs and most will 
send photos of items in stock if the 
customer provides very specific infor- 
mation about what is desired. Most 
dealers prefer to have customers see 
items first, since the material may have 
minor imperfections. A few will ship 
items if that is the only way to get 
them to an eager buyer. 

Unlike other antiques, there is no 
guidebook suggesting prices for specif- 
ic pieces. Oak doors that one dealer 
sells for $275 may cost $1,000 for a 
comparable pair in a part of the coun- 
try where oak doors are in demand.

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YOUR NEW HOME: A construction 
primer to help you prevent trouble — 
and save money —later 


By PHILIP CARNES 


f you’ve decided to build your 
own house, the awesome task of 
seeing that things are done cor- 
rectly will ultimately rest on your 
shoulders—whether or not you 
act as your own contractor. Many 
of you will not only need to be alert to 
major details—like where the front 
door is located—but also to some of the 
more subtle aspects of house building. 
It’s the little things that don’t surface 
until you’ve moved in that may cause 
continuous problems. Some are minor 
and easily corrected immediately. 
When a house is finished, however, 
they may be impossible to remedy 
without a great deal of trouble and 
money. Many builders are not as eager 
to return to repair problems as they 
are to begin construction. Listed below 
are 25 small details that can become 
major, unnecessary expenses. 
SITEWORK 
1. When burying limbs, logs and other 
debris that rot, do so in an area where 
sinkholes resulting from their decom- 
position won't be a problem. 
2. When plans call for a driveway, 
front stoop or other element to be 
placed in an area with “fill dirt” (fresh 
dirt put there), make sure to transfer 
the load so that it bears on “undis- 
turbed” (firm) dirt. Fill dirt will settle 
and can create problems. 
3. Prevent gas, water or sewer lines 
from being placed under the driveway 
if at all possible—it’s easier to dig up 
dirt than concrete or asphalt. 
4. Avoid banking dirt up against trees 
during excavation if possible. It may 
eventually cause them to die. If not 
avoidable, remove those trees now be- 
cause the expense of removing them 
later can be high. The same goes for 
trees that will be too close to the house. 
Removal during the grading stage is a 
simple matter. 
5. Insist that all earth at the foundation 
walls slopes water away from the 


house

FOUNDATION 
1. Insure that basement walls hae 
adequate reinforcement in them. It is 
worth paying a small consulting fee td 
an engineer to prevent a cracked base} 
ment wall from appearing later. (Hair: 
line cracks are normal.) 
2. Install a non-deteriorating vapow 
barrier below the slab. The typica 
polyethylene that most home builder 
use will eventually deteriorate in tim 
depending on soil types, and moisture 
and temperature levels. 
FRAMING 
1. Don’t use yellow pine for any wall 
framing, interior or exterior. It may, 
warp unpredictably and uncontrollably. 
2. Check level and plumb of all walls 
paying particular attention to door and 
window openings. If the rough open- 
ing is not level and plumb or has 
warped jambs, sills or headers, some 
insulated doors and windows will not 
function properly. 
3. Do not pay your framing contractor 
until the wallboard installer has in- 
spected the framing and found it to his 
satisfaction. He will know quickly if ad- 
ditional members need to be installed 
or whether or not shimming or align- 
ing is necessary. 
FINISHES 
1. Do not pay the wallboard man until 
you and the painter have thoroughly 
inspected the drywall. Many times dry- 
wall finishers slack up a bit in areas that! 
are hard to reach. Other times they 
honestly forget to finish areas. Once the 
paint or wallpaper is on, however, the 
defect will become glaring. 

2. Do not install sheet vinyl on floors) 
that are not level and that do not have) 
an underlayment on them. Subtle 
ridges or dips, hardly noticeable at) 
first, become quite visible as worn) 
spots form. 

3. Note that a textured, strippled ceil- 
ing is almost impossible to repair if 
damaged. The most likely 

damage to occur is when installing) 
electrical light fixtures, ceiling fans or, 
cabinets. |

ROOFING 
1. Be sure that 15-pound felt (an as 
phalt-impregnated paper) is applied t« 
the roof deck as soon as it’s in place. 
2. Use only galvanized roofing nails 
They are less likely to rust, and they 
hold better, too. 
ELECTRICAL 
1. Make sure you have a drawings 
showing what circuit each switch, out 
let, appliance and piece of equipmen 
is on. Not having this may pose a prob 
lem later if you need to add to a circui 
or to modify one. 
2. Make certain that all breakers are 
identified at the panel so you can easily 
tell what circuit each breaker controls 
Test each one to be sure. 
PLUMBING 
1. Plastic pipe can be noisy. If you car 
put up with this, it is inexpensive anc 
works fine. 
2. Test all pipes, connections anc¢ 
valves before covering up with wall 
board. If a leak is found after the wall is 
finished, the wall will have to be gone 
into to make the repair. 
HEATING, VENTILATION AND 
AIR CONDITIONING 
1. Make sure the refrigerant lines com 
ing into the house from an outside con; 
densing unit penetrate the foundatior 
wall and not the header or stringei 
joists (wood extending about 10 inches 
above foundation). If it penetrates the 
header, there is a good chance that ar 
annoying, low-pitched hum will be pro: 
duced when the condenser motor is on 
2. Insure that all supply ducts are wel. 
insulated and that all cracks are tapec 
tightly to prevent air leaks. 
MISCELLANEOUS 
1. Make sure all inspections by build: 
ing officials are performed prior to coy: 
ering up anything they will need tc 
see. It’s disappointing to have to teat 
down painted wallboard so that the 
plumbing or electrical inspector can 
look at pipes or wires. Also, the build: 
ing inspector will need to inspect the 
framing. 
2. If rental equipment must be used, 
make sure that the actual “user” of the 
equipment is the one who rents it. For 
example, don’t rent a tractor and have 
a hired person drive it. You are liable 
for his injuries and damage to the 
equipment. 
3. Carry adequate insurance to protect 
yourself against injuries to workers as 
well as any neighborhood children wha 
might wander through the site. ™

Intimate dinners with the President 
and First Lady, rounds of parties for a 
constant stream of globe-trotting Cali- 
fornians and Cabinet-secretary-stud- 
ded guest lists—that’s the bait that is 
luring Washington hostesses into the 
biggest bout of entertaining euphoria 
to hit the Capital in years.

Nancy Reagan’s food preferences are 
setting the tone for menus. Hors 
d’oeuvres are definitely out. “She nev- 
er serves them,” explains Nancy Reyn- 
olds. “She prefers to offer drinks before 
dinner and save everyone’s appetite 
for the meal.” In the early days after 
the inauguration, “every hostess was 
serving veal because Mrs. Reagan ex- 
pressed a preference for it,” recalls 
Buffy Cafritz, “but now we're seeing 
more variety.” 

Many of the dishes are borrowed 
from White House state-dinner menus. 
Great lovers of seafood appetizers, the 
Reagans have served fresh asparagus 
and crab mousse in aspic with fines 
herbes sauce to Prince Charles; 
smoked filet of mountain trout to Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Schmidt; and 
poached halibut Véronique to Japan’s 
Prime Minister Suzuki. Entrées tend to 
be understated dishes with a continen- 
tal flavor: saddle of lamb farcie in a 
golden crust with fresh mint sauce 
served with braised fennel and green 
beans; broiled chateaubriand béarnaise 
with almond croquettes, tomatoes 
Florentine and a mixed green salad; or 
roast supréme of duckling a l’orange 
with raisin-studded wild rice, vegeta- 
bles printaniére and watercress and 
mushroom salad. Mrs. Reagan’s pen- 
chant for serving unusual combinations 
of sherbet and fruit, such as raspberry 
sorbet with kiwi, has also caught on. 
(Hostesses such as Buffy Cafritz advise 
pepping up a sherbet by blending it 
with a bit of vodka before freezing it in 
a mold.) 

The California President, not surpris- 
ingly, is a connoisseur of good Califor- 
nia wines. His favorites for state din-

For a more informal touch, Reagan’s 
Washington revels in unwinding over 
western-style barbecue, a favorite for 
all the administration’s transplanted 
westerners who, like the President, 
wax nostalgic for the ranches they’ve 
left back home. And the Reagan crowd 
is the first to point out that western 
barbecue is distinctly different from 
southern-style. “For one thing, the 
beans must be served separate from 
the chili,” says Bonita Wrather, whose 
husband, Jack, is a member of the 
President’s kitchen cabinet. 

The western cuisine the Wrathers 
served for a film premiere included 
Wick Fowler’s Three-Alarm Chili 
(Fowler flew out from L.A. to mix it up 
himself), San Francisco sourdough 
rolls, three-bean salad, coleslaw, knock-

“You 
don’t even have to know how to 
cook! The biggest mistake people 
make is to think of a party as a 
competition. The point is not to 
outcook or outdo anyone, but to 
share good times and good feel- 
ings with others.” To help ner- 
vous hosts and hostesses get over 
the pre-party “dreads,” Ms. Reed 
recommends developing the “‘as 
if’ spirit, the ability to walk 
through your home and see it “as 
if” there were a party in progress.

THE ELEGANT FINISH TO A MEAL 


The choices range from honey-smooth, 
creamy or chocolate ones to lively 
fruits and zesty aromatics

A GUIDE TO FAVORITE HOLIDAY LIQUEURS 


he meal is over 

and the evening 

has just begun— 

with tranquil 

moments, con- 
vivial talk, strong hot coffee 
and a rainbow of liqueurs: an 
evening that brings the com- 
fort of tradition paired with 
the joy of surprise. 

Since the 13th century 
when alchemists first sweet- 
ened and flavored spirits, the 
world has had the pleasure 
of liqueurs. Many of these 
early liqueurs were concoct- 
ed in the search for the se- 
cret of youth; and later, me- 
) dieval monks made elixirs as 
life-giving tonics. Today’s li- 
queurs are made for one 
purpose only: to enjoy. 

Liqueurs are flavored spir- 
its. In most cases, a flavoring 
substance such as a_ plant, 
herb, seed or fruit is added 
to the spirit and the essence 
of that substance dissolved in 
the alcohol. 

This can be done in sever- 
al ways—by steeping the fla- 
voring agent in the spirit; by 
putting alcohol and flavoring 
in a percolator; or by distilla- 
tion. While most liqueurs are 
made on a base of neutral 
spirits, some are made on 
brandy. é 

A small number of li- 
queurs are based on a dis- 
tinctive whiskey; it is this 
whiskey and not the addi- 
tions that give these liqueurs 
) their main character. Cer- 
| tainly, in IRISH CREAMS, 
the luscious liqueurs of Ire- 
land, it is Irish whiskey that 
) predominates. Its fine, mel- 
low flavors are the heart and 
) soul of the liqueur. Added to 
' this whiskey is cream—two 
renowned products of Ire- 
} land blended into a velvet- 
) textured, café-au-lait-col- 
) ored, 34-proof (17 percent 
alcohol) liqueur. 

Baileys Original Irish 
| Cream was the first of the 
) Irish creams to appear here.

A flavorful, rich drink, it is 
smooth from first sip to fin- 
ish. Sweet yet not cloying, it 
is the lightest bodied of the 
Irish Creams. O’Darby Dairy 
Cream Irish Liqueur, on the 
other hand, is the fullest bod- 
ied—a blend of cream and 
whiskey with a touch of 
chocolate for an added di- 
mension. Carolans Irish 
Cream Liqueur is pale 
shaded, medium bodied with 
a subtle hint of honey. Still 
more Irish creams continue 
to appear on the market, 
such as Waterford Irish 
Cream, new this fall. As well 
as Irish Creams there is

most liqueurs are 
especially 
complementary. Sip 
them alternately as a 
dessert combination. Or 
slide a favorite liqueur 
into your most special 
after-dinner brew as a 
treat for guests. 


VENETIAN CREAM, an 
Italian liqueur that blends 
brandy grain neutral spirits 
with rich cream. Some ways 
to enjoy cream liqueurs: 

@ Sip them with hot coffee. 
Sweet and flavorsome, they 
can be both after-dinner 
drink and dessert. 

@ Or, to combine the best of 
after-dinner worlds, pour 
1’Z ounces Irish Cream into 
a warmed wineglass of 
strong, black coffee. Add 
sugar and a topping of 
whipped cream to taste and 
you have the richest version 
yet of Irish Coffee. 

@ Lace eggnog with Irish 
Cream in winter. 

@ Add Irish Cream to iced 
coffee in summer.

If Irish Cream and Dram- 
buie bring their own special 
charms to coffee, so do li- 
queurs that introduce other 
compatible flavors. 

COFFEE LIQUEURS, for 
example, are based on coffee 
beans, and the best of them 
have the strong, zesty flavor 
of those beans. Sipped along 
with a cup of hot coffee or 
poured into it, these golden 
brown liqueurs enrich the 
coffee and fortify its quali- 
ties. Try Tia Maria, a fine, 
complex, 63-proof coffee li- 
queur from Jamaica; or the 
popular Kahlva liqueur that 
comes from Mexico. 

CREME DE CACAO, or 
CHOCOLATE LIQUEUR is 
almost always made with 
other flavors to balance the 
richness of pure chocolate— 
usually vanilla is added and 
often other flavors as well. 
When coupled with coffee, it 
imparts a marvelous mocha 
character. Marie Brizard Ca- 
cao, full-bodied and smooth 
and one of the finest choco- 
late liqueurs, is a clear, am- 
ber-brown 50-proof liqueur 
from France. Droste Bitter- 
sweet Chocolate Liqueur, 
from Holland, has an intense 
chocolate flavor. Leroux 
Creme de Cacao, a product 
of the United States, is a 
dark, creamy version. 


RANGE LI- 
QUEURS are al- 
most always la- 
beled either 
Curacao, after 
the bitter orange whose peel 
is distilled, or Triple Sec. 
Clear with a concentrated 
scent of orange, they bring 
still another proportion to 
coffee. The best known or- 
ange liqueur is Cointreau. A 
product of France, it is well 
balanced, medium full and 
highly aromatic. DeKuyper 








Triple Sec, made in the Unit- 
ed States under the supervi- 
sion of the parent DeKuyper 
in Holland, is lighter and 
more delicately scented. 
Grand Marnier, though basi- 
cally an orange liqueur, is 
different in that it is made 
on a Cognac base rather than 
a neutral alcohol one. 

ANISETTE, one of the 
world’s oldest liqueurs, is an- 
ise based, giving it an aro- 
matic character reminiscent 
of licorice. It is a classic com- 
bination with coffee. Marie 
Brizard, a well-known French 
anisette, is relatively subtle 
and delicate. Here in the 
United States, Leroux makes 
a powerfully flavored one. 

BITTER ALMOND or 
NUT-FLAVORED liqueurs 
come in many guises of 
which the most popular is 
Amaretto. In the little Italian 
town of Saronno, people 
have been adding crushed 
almonds to brandy for cen- 
turies. Substitute apricot pits 
for almonds and we have the 
modern version, Amaretto di 
Saronno, with its rich, well- 
balanced, fruity, almond 
quality. Patrician Amaretto 
is slightly less sweet and 
quite elegant. Both are con- 
vivial companions to coffee. 
For variations on the theme, 
there are Regnier Chocolate 
Amaretto and DeKuyper’s 
Coconut Amaretto. 

There are still other fla- 
vors that complement or add 
contrast to coffee. Some peo- 
ple like CREME DE 
MENTHE with its cool, re- 
freshing taste of mint. It is 
available in both clear and 
green varieties; Peppermint 
Schnapps is a clear, brisk, 
light variation. Others prefer 
FRUIT LIQUEURS with 
their coffee—those made of 
cherries, apricots or soft ber- 
ries such as raspberries, 
strawberries or blackberries, 
for example. 

With their high alcohol 
content, liqueurs keep well. 
And a hostess would be wise 
to collect them in many of 
their seemingly infinite vari- 
ety—to satisfy her guests, to 
satisfy herself. @

the case of Diana Dawson’s three 


aspiring artists. “I’m the best drawrer 
in my class,’ seven-year-old Tim con- 
fided to me and added his critical ap- 
praisal of the work of his siblings. 
“Debbie’s not bad, but acourse Buffie’s 
awful little, so she only draws houses.” 
In any event, all three are prolific 
wielders of Crayolas and proudly tape 
their output on the walls of their little 
bedrooms. But not long ago, three- 
year-old Buffie went the other two one 
better by drawing a series of green and 
red houses directly on the pink-painted 
walls of her boudoir. Her mother, if 
shaken, was also philoscphical. “Ah 
well, I guess all the kids’ rooms are in 
need of a redo, anyhow. And would 
you think I was crazy if I let the kids 
choose their own. wallpapers?” “Re- 
sults,” I said, “could be bizarre, but it’s 
your money and they’re your children 
and it might be enlightening to get a 
child’s-eye view of wallpaper.” Which 
explains how the Woodson Wallpapers’ 
showroom was taken over one morning 
by three young color enthusiasts, their 
mother and me, much to the manag- 
er’s surprise. And, much to my _ sur- 
prise, once the kids caught on to leaf- 
ing through the wallpaper racks, they 
tackled the job of choosing like old 
pros. It was color, of course, that clear- 
ly turned them on—flashing rainbow 
color, broken stripes and zigzags and 
balloons the color of deep-dyed Jordan 
almonds, patterns drawn with a free- 
hand, slightly blurry line that was al- 
most a stylization of the kids’ own art 
efforts. Call it sophisticated whimsy, 
for, as everyone knows, there’s nothing 
kid stuff about Woodson’s line. Let’s 
face it—it’s high style and the young- 





sters took to it like little ducks to water. 
Added attractions: Wallpapers are vi- 
nyl impregnated and patterns are 
matched by hand-printed cotton fab- 
rics and correlated solids so it’s easy to 
find congenial bedspread and uphol- 
stery go-togethers. 

Give or take a little input from Diana 
and me, Debbie opted for Zig Zag (left 
below), lightning-slashed stripes of 
blues, greens, lavenders, yellows and 
pinks on a white ground. Tim went for 
Notion, multicolored flags, balls and 
balloons on a lime-green background. 
And, to be honest, we made up Buffie’s 
mind for her, settling on Palette, a 
broken stripe pattern of random pas- 
tels. Whereupon came another shock, 
which convinced Diana and me that 
the Dawson kids have a design eye to 
be trusted—turns out that their selec- 
tions are the very ones that have been 
used for the pediatrics ward of Lenox 
Hill Hospital in New York. 


CLASSIC GLAMOUR IN LIGHT 

Muriel Manning collects modern de- 
sign classics the way other people ac- 
quire art. “A well-designed chair or a 
fine textile is a work of art,” she says 
with unmistakable passion in her voice. 
And who’s to argue it? Certainly not I. 
To work with her possessions is pure 
joy, as in deciding where to place the 
Barcelona chairs, the Breuer chrome, 
the Wormley “Tell Me” chaise longue. 
She has even preserved a pair of Doro- 
thy Liebes blinds, wondrous weavings 
of the “40s, in textured minglings of 
beige and brown chenille and glossy 
silk yarns, glinting with golden Lurex 
threads. Chronologically they’re old, 
but in point of fact they’re timeless— 
all of them striking departures in their 
own day that still retain a freshness 
that many younger designs have long 
since lost. In any case, they all work 
together handsomely with sectional so- 
fas and an antique Chinese rug to give 
distinction to Muriel’s architecturally 
undistinguished apartment living 
room. And then there is the Korean 
chest that hides music-making elec- 
tronics behind its butterfly-hinged 
doors, dominating the wall across from 
the arched entry door and the first 
thing your eye focuses on as you walk 
into the room. It’s impressive enough 
by day, but by night I found it disturb- 
ingly lacking in glamour. 










“It needs some sort of dramatic lig

Th 
lamp tube, 120 watts, rises from a 0 
inch-diameter circular chrome bas 
with a step-on switch and is supported 
by a slender 40-inch-high chrome pole. 
And one of the most enchanting fea- 
tures of this way-ahead-of-its-time de- 
sign is that if the lamp is turned to 
conceal its supporting pole, the tube 
glows mysteriously like a disembodied 
slash of pale gold light. Bracketing the 
chest with ethereal glow, that’s drama 
enough to take your breath away. The 
lamp is available through Beylerian, as 
are Eileen Gray’s lately reproduced 
furniture designs.

| hristmas in Bavaria—the 
Christmas of children’s 
dreams; a world of ginger- 
oread and sugarplums, magic 
ind glitter, where the Spirit of 
Jhristmas Past is absolutely pres- 
ent. Nowhere on earth is the sea- 
on any prettier. 
_ Among the storybook towns of 
3avaria, Garmisch-Partenkir- 
hen stands out for the beauty of 
ts houses and narrow, winding 
treets, the charm of its tradition 
nd its reputation as the winter 
ports capital of Germany. Treat 
ourself to an Old World Christ- 
as in its special atmosphere, 
nd find yourself in the perfect 
dlace for a winter holiday. 
_ Two ancient towns separated 
oy the Partnach River, Garmisch 
und Partenkirchen were united 
ust before the Fourth Winter 
Jlympics in 1936. Lovely Par- 
-enkirchen, founded in 15 B.c. on 
he east side of the river, is the 
yider and smaller of the two. 
What strikes a first-time visitor 
most of all is the overwhelming 
oresence of windows—in the 
hick old walls of houses, fronting 
supolas, opening onto balconies, 
ooking out on the town and be- 
yond to the great, jagged peak of 
he 9,787-foot-high Zugspitze, Germa- 
ay’s grand and highest mountain. Fres- 
-oes in multicolored pastels define the 
windows, decorate exterior walls. Gar- 
nisch-Partenkirchen is home to one of 
the few remaining practitioners of this 
dying art of Liiftlmalerei—Gerhard 
Friedrick Ester’s frescoes, based on tra- 
ditional or biblical scenes, as Liiftlma- 
lerei always has been, adorn houses in 
Germany, Austria and Switzerland. 
See Mr. Ester’s own house, page 70.) 
The houses are furnished with cher- 
shed antiques, charming, hand-paint- 
2d wooden cabinetry, pewter and pot- 
tery. Provincial fabrics cover cushions 
ind drape windows. Wonderful old tile 
ovens nestle in cozy corners of special 
rooms, warming occupants with their 
heat and the pleasure of their beauty. 
Christmas trees are decorated with de- 
ightful collections of straw and shaved 
wood ornaments or with lebkuchen 
decorated gingerbread cookies) strung

on red ribbons. Tables are laden with 
traditional sweets—Stollen and lebku- 
chen, Spekulatius (spiced butter cook- 
ies), lovely star-shaped Zimsterne and 
Hutzelbrot (fruit bread). For weeks 
ahead, gingerbread and spices and 
chestnuts scent the air of houses bus- 
tling with Christmas preparations. 

About 5 P.M. on Christmas Eve, 
there is a special children’s mass. Then, 
at the sight of the first star, candles are 
lit on Christmas trees and the Christ 
Child brings his gifts. Hours later, the 
churches swell with the glories of Mid- 
night Mass. Between Christmas and 
the 6th of January, small boys dressed 
as the Three Holy Kings take to the 
streets. Making their way from house 
to house, they return home with bags 
full of cookies and cakes. 

In the hotels, the hoteliers usually 
join their guests for special candlelit 
Christmas Eve dinners (with carp as 
the traditional main course). Food, al- 





ways a major event in Bavaria, 
becomes more of a celebration 
than ever. Among the most love- 
ly of Christmas places—the ele- 
gant Posthotel in Partenkirchen. 
Furnished with rare, old, painted 
cupboards and carved beds (com- 
plete, of course, with the feather 
comforters that top virtually ev- 
ery bed in Bavaria and neighbor- 
ing Tyrol, however simple the 
lodging), it is the epitome of pro- 
vincial refinement—wood every- 
where, handcrafted pottery, old 
candelabra made into lamps, 
vases of fresh flowers—all the 
cherished comforts of a people 
used to long Alpine winters. 

Dressed in traditional Alpine 
suits of gray and green loden, the 
hospitable owners of the Postho- 
tel are themselves a major part of 
the traditional atmosphere. In 
fact, local costumes—suits, knick- 
ers, dirndls, capes—seem right to 
the point all over the area and 
are worn by both local people 
and visitors. A perfect place to 
start a study of Bavarian Christ- 
mas goodies is the Café of the 
Posthotel, or the Café Kronner, 
in the center of Garmisch, long 
famous for afternoon coffee. The 
displays of cakes and cookies 
themselves are works of art—this is no 
time to consider calories. 

As for Christmas dinner—midday on 
the 25th is the time for a multi-course 
feast of goose, pork, turkey or ham, 
dumplings, vegetables cooked in 
uniquely Bavarian ways, special 
bread—all of it most likely begun with 
a clear soup with dumplings (there’s 
hardly a limit to the variety of dump- 
lings in this part of the world)—cakes, 
cookies, fruits, nuts, coffee (mit Schlag, 
naturally). Special places for a tradi- 
tional Christmas dinner: The Gasthof 
Frauendorfer for typically Bavarian 
food and a perfect, rustic Bavarian at- 
mosphere; the Reind] Grill in the Hotel 
Partenkirchner Hof; and, about half an 
hour’s drive from town between Ettal 
and Oberammergau, the lovely Bene- 
diktenhof, an old farmhouse converted 
to a restaurant and hotel. (All its food is 
good, but absolutely not to be missed is

its famous Himbeersahne Torte—a cake 
made mostly of whipped cream and 
raspberries.) Reservations are essential 
everywhere Christmas Eve and Day. 
One of the beauties of indulging in 
Christmas food in Garmisch-Partenkir- 
chen is that, afterward, you can go out- 
side and ski or skate or walk it off. 





Tiny, gracious inns dot the ski slopes of the 
Bavarian Alps, offering warmth 


Twelve cable cars and 36 other lifts 
transport skiers to 40 runs. (Christmas 
skiers, though, should come equipped 
with a little extra patience. Lift lines 
are long during the holidays, and Euro- 
pean skiers do not have the orderly 
sense of them that Americans do.) The 
cable cars also carry non-skiers to res- 
taurants and sun terraces at the top- 
stations. Non-skiers and skiers wanting 
to improve might investigate the local 
ski schools (which have 120 instruc- 
tors). Children have a ski school of 
their own, and a special lift to learn on. 
Cross-country skiers will find miles of 
well-maintained tracks, guides for off- 
the-track skiing and instruction for be- 
ginners. All ski equipment, downhill 
and cross-country, can be rented. 
Souvenir of the 36 Olympics is one 
of the most beautiful ice sports centers 
in Europe with two rinks outside, one 
inside. For non-skating spectators, 
there are ice shows and hockey match- 
es. For everybody, 63 miles of walking 
paths are kept clear of snow. At the 
Alpspitze-Wellenbad there are six in- 
door swimming pools (including an 
enormous one with waves), a sauna, so- 
larium, nightclub and children’s play- 
ground.

igh on the crest of a hill in western 

Michigan, this house designed by archi- 
tect Mark Simon of Moore Grover Harper in 
Essex, Conn., exemplifies the new romantic, 
even nostalgic, mood of America’s young ar- 
chitects. Although armed with a thorough 
knowledge of past architectural styles, Mr. Si- 
mon’s attitude is far from that of a purist. He 
calls the house “a salad bowl of American ar- 
chitecture.” Included in the mix are elements 
from the Shingle Style, late-19th-century in- 
dustrial architecture, Modernism and the own- 
ers favorite style: the center-hall Colonial 
Cape Cod house. The chief aim was for the 
house, set in a rural area of broken meadows 
and forests, to blend into the fabric of a com- 
munity of charming farmhouses. With the 
same panache he displayed in his own house 
(HB, Oct. 1981), Mr. Simon proves that tradi- 
tional elements can well serve today’s needs. 
For example, to make this house a passive solar 
one, he put lots of glass on the south side, or 
rear, Of the house. To accomplish this, he 
greatly enlarged the typical “dinky” fan win- 
dows found on Colonial houses to giant pro- 
portions, put one on each of the pointed ga- 
bles, then added an abundance of scaled-up 
double-hung windows. The front facade (not 
shown) is more in keeping with the Colonial 
tradition: Since it faces north, openings are 
small and less frequent—but the keystone over 
the door is a mirror. &

The 1978 vintage in Bordeaux was 
a surprise. After a relatively cool and 
unpromising spring and summer, the 
final weeks before harvest were 
warm and sunny, producing wines 
of sound structure that are develop- 
ing elegance and charm. Cases of 
1978 Bordeaux can make excellent 
gifts. One of the best buys is the 
1978 Chateau Gloria, ranging from 
$120 to $140 or so the case. If you are 
feeling particularly magnanimous, 
consider a case of 1978 Chateau 
Margaux, $410, their most beguiling 
vintage in years. 

Certain 1978 Cabernet Sauvignons 
from California make stellar buys. 
Particularly recommended: Caymus, 
Raymond, Clos du Val, Stag’s Leap 
and Mt. Veeder, all $10 to $13 a 
bottle, $110 to $135 a case. 

A few California wines are bottled 
in magnums, but few go beyond that 
size. This may soon change as larger 
bottles at recent auctions have 
brought very good prices. Califor- 


nians have the largest selection of 
California Cabernets in king-sized 
bottles; they make highly valued 
gifts. Wally’s in Los Angeles has 
magnums of Cabernet Sauvignon 
from several top wineries, including 
Sterling, Mayacamas, Chateau St. 
Jean, Chappellet and Mt. Veeder. 
Prices run from $25 to $35. One of 
the outstanding buys at Wally’s is a 
magnum of Robert Mondavi’s fine 
1969 Cabernet Sauvignon, $85. In 
San Francisco, the Wine and Cheese 
Center on Jackson has many of these 
bottles, as well as magnums of Louis 
Martini’s Special Selection Caber- 
nets and Pinot Noirs. Among Cali- 
fornia Champagnes, Domaine Chan- 
don recently came out with magnums 
of Special Reserve, about $30, a nifty 
way to ring in the New Year!

Tips Regarding Oversized Bottles 


© Larger bottles take longer to age than regular bottles because the 


ratio of air to wine is smaller. By the same token, half bottles age 


faster. Splits of Champagne, for example, can lose effervescence if 
they sit around, so choose brands with brisk turnover. 


© Use a good corkscrew to open larger bottles, and be sure the bore 


is long enough to get through the cork. Corkscrews with sharp, 


beveled edges instead of rounded ones should be avoided. 
@ Keep in mind that oversized bottles need longer to chill. Give 


them a day or more in the refrigerator. 
@ Take care in pouring from bottles of jeroboam size or larger. It may 


wide gush.

All About 
Decanters 


ecanters come in a 

variety of sizes and 

shapes, but all have 

the same purpose: 

Theyre containers 
used for serving wines when 
serving from the bottle is dif- 
ficult or problematic. 

The simplest decanter is 
the carafe, which is an at- 
tractive, easy-to-handle way 
of serving jug wines. 

A decanter is indispens- 
able when you're serving 
certain special-occasion 
wines. Substantial red wines 
often deposit some harmless 
sediment in the bottle as 
they age. Some, like vintage 
Porto, always have heavy 
sediment. This is perfectly 
natural, but if you filled and 
refilled glasses directly from 
the bottle, the cloudy sedi- 
ment would end up in the 
glass. Decanting (pouring a 
wine into a decanter) pre- 
vents this. 

When picking a decanter, 
be sure it’s large enough to 
hold a full bottle and check 
that it’s easy to hold and 
pour from. You may already 
have a decanter and not 
know it: I’ve found that 
some of the best decanters 
are flower vases or Martini 
pitchers.

More down to earth and geared to the pet owner is The 
Indoor Cat: How to Understand, Enjoy, and Care for House

tle book written in a highly personalized style, it offers first- 
rate information obviously gained from the author’s experi- 
ence. There is much to be learned here about cats in the 
city apartment. 

And then there is my own The Good Cat Book: How to 
Live With and Take Loving Care of Your Cat, foreword by 
Richard H. Gebhardt (Simon & Schuster, hardcover
